WASHINOTON, July 16.—T h« Am eri- 
oan aim y,und er G eneral S hafter m ay 
be forced to attac k S antiago and tak e it 
by aseanlt. 
T his beUef is baaed on a 
telegram rwseived from G eneral S hafter 
and given out in part a t the w ar d epart­ 
m ent last evening, show ing tha t aerions 
hitches have occurred in the negotia­ 
tions for surrend er betw een the S panish 
and A m erican com m issioners. 
It is be­ 
lieved the' part m ade public does not 
give all the facts. 
H ints dropped by officials indicated 
tha t the S panish had succeeded in get­ 
ting G eneral S hafter into a false posi­ 
tion, w hich m ay result in a quick sus­ 
pension of negotiations and an appeal 
to arm» to convince the S paniards tha t 
their best policy ie square deahng. 
If Shiafter’s forces are com pelled to 
m ak e an assault on S antiago, it is real­ 
ized tha t there w ill be the bloodiest 
k ind of w ork . 
T he A m ericans w ill be 
in no mood to give quarter, and tne hu­ 
m ane regard for the ir foes, w hich has 
hitherto m ark ed the ir operations, w ill 
bo forgotten in the justifiable anger 
produced by w hat m ast be look ed on as 
new instance of S panish deceit and 
trick ery. 
The bom bardm ent of the city wiU 
be undohbtedly of the m ost destructive 
and disastrous character, and the S pan­ 
iards w ho survive w ill have reason to 
regyet b itterly tha t the ir leaders failed 
to deal frank ly and sensibly w ith the 
enem y w hen he w as disposed to be not 
only m erciful, b ut m ost considerate. 
It is understood the president, w hile 
greatly chagrined by the slow progress 
and threatened failure of the negotia­ 
tions for surrender, stiU believes the 
Spaniards wiU in the end yield in all 
essential points. 
H e tak es the view 
tha t the difficulties raised by the Span- 
is com m issioners are m ore m atters of 
form 'than of substance. 
T hey are try ­ 
ing by all sorts of little devices to guard 
w hat they call their honor and save ap­ 
pearances, b ut w hen these m atters of 
mere outw ard show are ad justed to suit 
their qnixotic ideas they w ill accept the 
situation and adhere to the term s they 
made a t the outset. 
T here is strong 
bojie here tha t in the end the view s 
held by the president m ay turn out cor­ 
rect. 
, 
Secretary of W ar A lger is not am ong 
those w ho tak e a hopeful view oY the 
situation. 
H e is said to be convinced 
that G eneral T oral is not acting in good 
faith, and believes the w isest course for 
G eneral S hafter to pursue w ould be to 
drop negotiations im m ediately and be­ 
gin an assault on the city. T here is said 
to be a suspicion in the m ind of the sec­ 
retary tha t the S paniards are look ing 
for r^ f o rc e m e n ts , and hope tha t by 
m eans of the delay in negotiations those 
reinforcem ents w ill have tim e to reach 
Santiago and attack S hafter *s arm y on 
the fiank . 
It seems incredible tha t the S paniards 
would resort to treachery of this k ind, 
but if they do the day of reck oning for 
them w ill be terrible. 
I t is believed 
that if Secretary A lger w ere left free 
to act on bis ow n im pulse he w ould at 
once oruer G eneral S hafter to begin the 
bom bardm ent of|S antiago so angry is ha 
at the delay in the negotiations and so 
convinced 
tha t the S paniards m ean 
treachery. 
Aftqr an extended conference w ith 
the president last night, a t w hich three 
other membchrs of the cabinet w ere 
prpsent, Secretary A lger said: 
“ The 
SI lo tio n is just this: 
T ne Spaniards at 
Santiago are prepared to surrender, but 
they w a nt to carry the ir arm s. 
W e 
have determ ined to gra nt no such con­ 
cession nor any concession except tha 
generosity of this governm ent to tra ns­ 
port them to S pain.” 
Secretary Alger w as ask ed if it w as 
not the expectation tha t w hen it w as 
k nown tha t no other term s w ould be 
granted the .surrender w ould tak e place, 
<ind replied tha t such w as the case. 
I n ! 
aiiy event no other concession w ould | 
be aiforded by this governm ent. 
ir was nearly 1 o’clock w hen the con- 
erenoe at the W hite House adjourned. 


Besides S ecretary A lger 
there were 
present Secretaries Bliss and W ilson 
and Postm aster G eneral Emory Sm ith. 
A d jutant G eneral Corbin was present j 
during the last hour of the conference. 
Secretary A lger did not say how 
m uch tim e w ould be allow ed the enem y 
to reach a conclusion, but it is k now n 
tha t the adm inistration w ill m ak e it 
very short and subm it to no furthe r 
parley w ith G eneral Toral. 
The next 
move is surrender upou the term s w hich 
tne U nited S tates governm ent propose 
or im m ediate attac k upon the Spanish 
forces by the arm y and navy.

G eneral S hafter instructed the com ­ 
m issioners tha t the insid» harbor e n­ 
trance be im m ediately opened to allow 
C lara B arton of the Red Cross society 
aud the supply snips to enter and tha t 
the railroad from Siboney be opened for 
a sim ilar purpose. 
We are to supply the Spanish prison­ 
ers w ith food pending the ir concentra­ 
tion aud em bark ation. 
G eneral Toral 
re(iuested this, saying tha t there was 
very little food. 
It IS probable tha t the Spanish steam ­ 
ers in the harbor w ill be used iu part 
for the transportation of the surre nd ­ 
ered soldiers to Spain. 
T he Spanish 
troops abiindoued the entrenchm ents 
early this afternoon and w ent into the 
city.

W ashington, July 16.—The Ameri­ 
can amay .under General Shafter may 
be foroed'to attack Santiago and take it 
by assault. This belief is based on a 
telegram received from General Shafter 
and given* out in part at the war depart­ 
ment last evening, showing that serious 
hitches have occurred in the negotia­ 
tions for surrender between the Spanish 
and American commissioners. 
It is be­ 
lieved th#' part made public does not 
give all the facts. 
Hints dropped by officials indicated 
that the Spanish had succeeded in get­ 
ting General Shafter into a false posi 
tion, which may result in a quick sub 
pension of negotiations and an appeal 
to arm* to convince the Spaniards that 
their best policy is square dealing. 
lf Shafter’s forces are compeUed to 
make an assault on Santiago, it is real­ 
ized that there will be the bloodiest 
kind of work. The Americans will be 
in no mood to give quarter, and tne hu­ 
mane regard for their foes, which has 
hitherto marked their operations, will 
be forgotten in the justifiable anger 
produced by w hat must be looked on as 
new instance of Spanish deoeit and 
trickery. 
The bombardment of the city will 
be undoubtedly of the most destructive 
and disastrous character, and the Span­ 
iards who survive will have reason to 
regret bitterly that their leaders failed 
to 
frankly and sensibly w ith the 
enemy when he was disposed to be not 
only merciful, but most considerate. 
It is understood the president, while 
greater chagrined by the slow progress 
and threatened failure of the negotia­ 
tions for surrender, stiU believes the 
Spaniards will in the end yield in aU 
essential points. He takes the view 
that the difficulties raised by the Span 
is commissioners are more m atters of 
form'than of substance. They are try 
ing by all sorts of little devices to guard 
what they call their honor and save ap 
pearances, but when these m atters of 
mere outward show are adjusted to snit 
their quixotic ideas they will accept the 
situation and adhere to the term s they 
made at the outset. There is strong 
hope here that in the end the views 
held by th e president may turn out cor­ 
rect. 
« 
Secretary of W ar Alger is not among 
those who take a hopeful view of. the 
situation. 
He is said to be convinced 
that General Toral is not acting in good 
faith, and believes the wisest course for 
General Shafter to pursue would be to 
drop negotiations immediately and be­ 
gin an assault on the city. There is said 
to be a suspicion in the mind of the sec­ 
retary that the Spaniards are looking 
for reinforcements, and hope that by 
means of the delay in negotiations those 
reinforcements will have time to reach 
Santiago and attack Shafter’s army on 
the flank. 
It seems incredible that the Spaniards 
would resort to treachery of this kind, 
but if they dp the day of reckoning for 
them will be terrible. 
It is believed 
that if Secretary Alger were left free 
to act on bis own impulse he would at 
once omer General Shafter to begin the 
bombardment of (Santiago so angry is he 
at the delay in the negotiations and so 
convinced that the Spaniards mean 
treachery. 
Aftqg an extended conference with 
the president last night, at which three 
other members of the cabinet were 
present, Secretary Alger said: “ The 
a ra tio n is just this: Tne Spaniards at 
Santiago are prepared to surrender, bat 
they w ant to carry their arms. 
We 
have determined to grant no such con­ 
cession nor any concession except the 
generosity of this government to trans­ 
port them to Spain. ” 
Secretary Alger was asked if it was 
not the expectation that when it was 
known that no other terms woald be 
granted the surrender would take place, 
iiiifi replied that such was the case. In 
nay event no other concession would 
^afforded by this government. 
It was nearly I o’clock when the con- 
'rence at the W hite House adjourned 


Besides Secretary Alger 
there were 
present Secretaries Bliss and Wilson 
and Postmaster General Emory Smith. 
Adjutant General Corbin was present 
daring the last hour of the conference. 
Secretary Alger did not say how 
much time would be allowed the enemy 
to reach a conclusion, but it is known 
that the administration will make it 
very short and submit to no further 
parley with General Toral. The next 
move is surrender upon the terms which 
tne United States government propose 
or immediate attack npon the Spanish 
forces by the army and navy. 
The Spanish are said to be willing to 
give up sheir arms, but want them re­ 
turned ou their arrival in Spain. 
The following bulletin hasbeen posted 
at cue war department from General 
Shafter:

“The negotiations which culminated 
in the surrender of General Toral have 
been dragging on for ten days, with the 
intermission of Sunday and Monday, 
when oar batteries and fleet bombarded 
the 
enemy’s 
position. 
Throughout 
these periods of truce, General Toral 
has shrewdly played for time, always 
declining to surrender unconditionally 
and failing back, when hard pressed, 
upon the statement that he was simply 
a subordinate and powerless to agree to 
the proposals without the sanction of 
his superiors, except under penalty of 
being courtmartiaied. 
At the same 
time ne seemed to intimate that. person­ 
ally, he thought it useless to hold oat 
any longer. 
r>ut he and his garrison 
were soldiers, he said, and coaid die, if 
necessary, obeying orders.” 
It was at the personal interview held 
by General Shatter with General Toral 
yesterdiy that the American general 
rnaue the Spanish commander under­ 
stand that temporizing must cease and 
that before noon today a categorical af­ 
firmation to his offer must be received, 
or the bombardment of the city would 
begin in earnest. 
in the meantime all our plans had 
been perfected. The day had been util­ 
ized to good advantage. Our lines had 
been extended until santiago was nearly 
surrounded, aud our light batteries had 
been so posted as to be able to do more 
effective work. 
In addition, arrangements had been 
made to land troops at Cabanas, west of 
the entrance of the harbor of santiago. 
The Spanish batteries opposite Morro 
castle were to 
be 
bombarded and 
stormed, their gnus were then to be 
tam ed upon the city and General Law­ 
ton’s division at the same time was to 
fall on the enemy’s left flank under the 
cover of our artillery fire. 
We could 
then have enfiladed their lines and 
have driven them into the city. 
General Toral must b|ve realized 
that he was trapped and tnat to hold 
out longer must mean a useless sacrifice 
of his men; bat he made one last effort 
to gain more time this morning. While 
nominally yielding to the terms General 
Shafter proposed, before 8 o’clock he 
sent a communication to General Shaf­ 
ter enclosing a copy of a telegram from 
Captain General Blanco explaining that 
the surrender of such an important po­ 
sition as Santiago and the abandonment 
of Eastern Caba would require the di­ 
rect sanction of the Madrid govern­ 
ment and requeuing more time to hear 
from Madrid. 
At the same tune Cap 
tain General Blanco authorized General 
Toi~± if it was agreeable to the Ameri­ 
can general, to appoint commissioners 
on each side to arrange the terms of the 
capitulation of the forces under his 
command, on the condition of their pa 
role and transportation to Spain, pend­ 
ing the sanction of Madrid. 
He also 
communicated the names of the com­ 
missioners he had selected, namely, Mr. 
Robert Mason, tne British vice consul 
General Torai’s chief of staff. Colonel

This communication was so ambigu­ 
ous that it might ail be upset by the re­ 
fusal of Madrid to sanction the terms 
agreed to by the commissioners and 
G en eral Shafter resolved to haye all the 
a m b ig u ity removed before proceeding 
furth er. "At ll o’clock he mounted his 
iorse and together with General Miles 
aud the staffs and rode to the front. 
At General 
Wheeler’s headquarters 
General Shafter, General Miles, Colonel 
Maus and an interpreter left their re­ 
tinue and passed on over our trenches, 
with a flag of truce, to the mango tree 
under which the interview was held yes­ 
terday. 
They were soon joined by 
General Toral, his chief of staff aud 
the two other commissioners appointed 
by him. 
General Miles took no part in the 
negotiations. 
He has been careful since 
his arrival here not to assume the di­ 
rection of affairs, or to detract in the 
least from the glory of General Shaft­ 
er’s achievement. 
General Shafter insisted at the out­ 
set that the commissars to be appointed 
should have paramount authority to 
make and conclude the terms of sur­ 
render in accordance w ith our de­ 
mands. 
After parleying, General Toral ac­ 
ceded to this, explaining that since his 
last communication he had received di­ 
rect authority from Captain General 
Blanco to do so. This being the main 
point, the interview was econ con­ 
cluded. 
Before parting, General Shafter com­ 
plimented General Toral highly upon 
the skill and gallantry of his resistance. 
Upon the return to General W heeler’s 
headquarters the news of our complete 
victory was communicated to General 
Lawton and to General Kent and to the 
brigade commanders. There was much 
rejoicing. 
General Shafter held a general levee 
before he dismounted aud was congrat­ 
ulated and complimented by all. 
He 
immediately appointed General Wheeler, 
General Lawton and Captain Miley to 
be commissioners on his behalf to treat 
with those appointed by General Toral. 
He then issued orders to permit our 
troops to retire from the trenches, bat* 
absolutely forbidding any one soldier or 
civilian from going into the Spanish 
lines. 
The refugees are to be permitted to 
return to their homes, but neither oar 
troops nor the Caban auxiliaries are to 
be permitted to enter the city at present. 
The order as to the Cubans is very 
specific. They have shown a disposi­ 
tion to loot everything and any pUoe. 
But they are not to have the privilege 
of glutting their appetites for plunder 
in Santiago. 
A guard is to be maintained about the 
city, and the camps of our soldiers are 
to be removed just to the front or to the 
rear of our lines, as in individual cases 
is most practicable. The change of the 
camp sites will undoubtedly improve 
the health of the troops. ' 
General Shafter instructed the com­ 
missioners that the inside harbor en­ 
trance be immediately opened to allow 
Clara Barton of the Red Cross society 
and the supply ships to enter and that 
the railroad from Siboney he opened for 
a similar purpose. 
We are to supply the Spanish prison­ 
ers with food pending their concentra­ 
tion and embarkation. 
General Toral 
requested this, saying that there was 
very little food. 
It is probable that the Spanish steam­ 
ers in the harbor will be Used in part 
for the transportation of the surrend­ 
ered soldiers to Spain. The Spanish 
troops abandoned the entrenchments 
early this afternoon and went into the 
city. 
Our commissioners, accompanied by 
an interpreter, entered the 
Spanish 
lines shortly after 2 o’clock and had not 
returned when the correspondent left 
with this dispatch. 
General Miles and his staff arrived at 
Siboney from the front this evening 
and went aboard the Concha. On the 
wharf General Miles said: 
“ Santiago has surrendered on our , roUi 
terms, after vainly trying for a long 
time to get better ones. The result is 
highly gratifying. The Spanish pris­ 
oners will be transported to Spain by us. 
The surrender carries with it not only 
the city of Santiago, bat the entire 
Santiago military district, being the 
eastern portion of Cuba west to a line 
drawn from Assadoros on the south 
coast to Sagua on the north coast. 
Manzanola and Holqnin are not in­ 
cluded. 
“ The possession of the surrendered 
district will be yielded at once, and a 
commission of six, three from each side, 
will meet this afternoon to arrange the 
details of the transfer. 
The American 
troops will be left where they are for a 
time, until they are needed for service 
elsewhere. 
“I do not wish to say w hat point will 
be attacked next.

Secretary A irer Stated, A fter a Con­ 
ference at th e W h ite H ouse, That the 
United States W ould N ot C oncede This 
Point to th e Spaniards. 


WASHINGTON, Ju ly 16.—T he Ameri­ 
can axmy,under General Shafter m ay 
be forced to attack Santiago and take it 
by assault. 
This belief is based on a 
telegram received from G eneral Shafter 
and given*oat in part at the w ar depart­ 
ment last evening, showing th a t serious 
hitches have occurred in the negotia­ 
tions for surrender betw een the Spanish 
and Am erican commissioners. 
It is be­ 
lieved the' part made public does not 
give all the facts. 
Hints dropped by officials indicated 
that tho Spanish had succeeded in get­ 
ting G eneral Shafter into a false posi­ 
tion, w hich may result in a quick sus­ 
pension of negotiations and an appeal 
to arm s to convince the Spaniards th at 
their best policy is square dealing. 
If Shafter’^ forces are compeUed to 
make an assault on Santiago, it is real­ 
ized th at there w ill be the bloodiest 
kind of work. 
The Am ericans will be 
in no mood to give quarter, and tne hu­ 
mane toward for their foes, whioh has 
hitherto m arked their operations, will 
be forgotten in the justifiable anger 
produced by w hat m ast be looked on as 
new instance of Spanish deceit and 
trickery. 
The bom bardm ent of the city will 
be undoubtedly of the m ost destructive 
and disastrous character, and the Span­ 
iards who survive will have reason to 
regret bitterly th at their leaders failed 
to deal frankly and sensibly w ith the 
enemy w hen he was disposed to be not 
only merciful, but most considerate. 
It is understood the president, while 
greatly chagrined by the slow progress 
and threatened failure of the negotia­ 
tions for surrender, still believes the 
Spaniards will in the end yield in all 
essential points. 
He takes the view 
that the difficulties raised by the Span- 
is commissioners are more m atters of 
form' th an of substance. 
They are try ­ 
ing by all sorts of little devices to guard 
what they call their honor and save ap­ 
pearances, b at when these m atters of 
mere outw ard show are adjusted to snit 
their quixotic ideas they w ill accept the 
situation and adhere to the term s they 
made a t the outset. 
There is strong 
hope here th at in the end the views 
held by-the president m ay tu rn out cor­ 
rect. 
, 
Secretary of W ar Alger is not among 
those who take a hopeful view of. the 
situation. 
He is said to be convinced 
that G eneral Toral is not acting in good 
faith, and believes the wisest coarse for 
General Shafter to pursue would be to 
drop negotiations im m ediately and be­ 
gin an assault on the city. There is said 
to be a, suspicion in the m ind of the sec­ 
retary th at the Spaniards are looking 
for reinforcem ents, and hope th at by 
means of the delay in negotiations those 
reinforcements will have tim e to reach 
Santiago and attack S hafter’s arm y on 
the flank. 
It seems incredible th at the Spaniards 
would resort to treachery of this kind, 
but if they dp the day of reckoning for 
them will be terrible. 
It is believed 
that if Secretary Alger were left free 
to act on bis own impulse he would at 
once order General Shafter to begin the 
bombardment of|Santiago so angry is he 
at the delay in the negotiations and so 
convinced that the Spaniards mean 
treachery. 
Aftqr an extended conference with 
the president last night, at w hich three 
other members of the cabinet were 
present, Secretary Alger said: 
“ The 
si Alation is just this: Tne Spaniards at 
Santiago are prepared to surrender, but 
they w ant to carry their arms. 
We 
have determined to grant no such con­ 
cession nor any concession except the 
generosity of this governm ent to trans­ 
port them to Spain.” 
Secretary Alger was asked if it was 
oor the expectation th at w hen it w as 
Known th at no other term s would be 
.- anteri the surrender would take place, 
and replied that such w as the case.

Besides Secretary Alger 
there were 
present Secretaries Bliss and Wilson 
and Postm aster General Emory Smith. 
A djutant General Corbin was present! 
during the last hour of the conference. 
Secretary Alger did not say how 
m uch tune would be allowed the eueiny 
to reach a conclusion, but it is known 
th at the adm inistration will make it 
very short and submit to no further 
parley w ith General Toral. 
The next 
move is surrender upon the terms which 
tne United States government propose 
or im m ediate attack upon the Spanish 
forces by the arm y aud navy. 
The Spanish are said to be w illing to 
give up sheir arms, but w ant them re­ 
turned ou tile:r arrival in Spain. 
The following bulletin has been posted 
at cue war departm ent from General 
Shafter: 
“ H eadquarters Santiago, via Playa 
dal Bate, Ju ly 15, 1898. 
Adjutant General, Washington: 
‘‘Sent*yon several telegram s yester­ 
day, as did General Miles, in regard to 
the surrender. 
General Tora! agreed 
yesterday positively to surrender all the 
forces under his command in Eastern 
Cuba, upon a distinct understanding 
th at they were to be sent to Spain by 
the United States; that this surrender 
was authorized by General Blanco and 
th at its submission tomorrow was m ere­ 
ly formal. 
The commissioners to ar­ 
range details were appointed—- W heeler, 
Lawton and Miley on the part of the 
United States. 
Points were im m edi­ 
ately raised by Spanish commissioners. 
The discussion lasted until IO o’clock 
last night.

Com m issary 
D epartm ent P o sh in g Sup­ 
p lies to G eneral Shafter—Som e 
B eef to B e Sent. 


W ashington, Ju ly 16.—In addition 
to the supplies now at Santiago, the 
commissary departm ent is rushing ad­ 
ditional cargoes of food to th at place 
w ith ail possible speed. 
The transport 
Iroquois, loaded to her fullest capacity, 
will leave Tampa today w ith subsist­ 
ence supplies of all kind*. 
The Mississippi was expected to de­ 
part from the same place yesterday, 
w ith a cargo of 200,000 pounds of fresh 
beef, and the Port Victor, which has 
been loading at New York w ith food, 
will stop at Port Tam pa in about two 
days and take on an additional cargo of 
800,000 pounds of refrigerated beef. 
She now has aboard 1,500 tons of sub­ 
sistence supplies of all kinds, and these 
are to be used at General Shafter’s dis­ 
cretion in feeding the m en who come 
under his charge. 


Ten Spaniards H art Died. 


P o r t s m o u t h , N. H., July 16 —The 
auxiliary cruiser Harvard, having on 
board 1,008 Spanish prisoners, arrived 
at Portsm outh Harbor yesterdoy m orn­ 
ing. 
The port physician boarded the 
vessel and in company w ith the Span­ 
ish doctor made an inspection. 
His 
visit disclosed the tact th at nearly half 
of those on bt ard are ill.

“ The enemy has surrendered all the 
territory and troops east of Satiago. 
The term s were nictated from W ash­ 
ington. 
it has been a hard campaign; 
one of the hardest I ever saw. 
The 
difficulties to contend w ith were very 
great. 
Nover during our Civil war 
more more difficult problems solved. 
The character of the country and the 
roads made it seem almost impossible 
to advance in the face of the enemy. 
The transportation problem was hard, 
but all the difficulties have been suc­ 
cess! ully surm ounted. 
Our troops have 
behaved Jgallantly. 
They fought like 
haroes aud I am proud to have com- 
m aided them. 
D uring all the hard- 
snips they have suffered they have 
shown resolution and spirit. 
They de­ 
serve to conquer. 
“ The resistance of the enemy has 
been exceedingly stubborn. 
General 
Toral has proved himself a foeman 
worthy of any m an’s steel. 
“The negotiations which culm inated 
in the surrender of General Toral have 
been dragging on for ten days, w ith the 
intermission of Sunday and Monday, 
when our batteries and fleet bombarded 
the 
enem y’s 
position. 
Throughout 
these periods of truce, General Toral 
has shrewdly played for time, alw ays 
declining to surrender unconditionally 
and failing back, when hard pressed, 
upon the statem ent that he was simply 
a subordinate and powerless to agree to 
the proposals w ithout the sanction of 
his superiors, except under penalty of 
being oonrtm artiaied. 
At the same 
time ne seemed to intim ate that. person 
ally, he thought it useless to hold out 
any longer. 
r>uc he and his garrison 
were soldiers, he said, aud could die, if 
necessary, obeying orders.” 
It was"at the personal interview held 
by General Shatter w ith General Toral 
yesterd ay th at the American general 
maue the Spanish commander nuder 
stand that temporizing m ust cease and 
that before noon today a categorical af­ 
firmation to his offer m ust be received, 
or the bom bardm ent of the city would 
begin in earnest. 
in the meantim e all oar plans had 
been perf ected. 
The day had been u til­ 
ized to good advantage. 
Oar lines had 
been extended until santiago was nearly 
surrounded, aud our light batteries had 
been so posted as to be able to do more 
effective work. 
In addition, arrangem ents had been 
made to land troops at Cabanas, west of 
the entrance of the harbor of santiago. 
The Spanish batteries opposite Morro

to

bombarded and 
stormed, their guns were then to be 
turned upon the city and General Law­ 
ton’s division at the" same time was to 
fall on the enem y’s left flank under the 
cover of our artillery fire. 
We could 
then have enfiladed their lines and 
have driven them into the city. 
General Toral m ust bgve realized 
th at he was trapped and tnat to hold 
out longer m ust mean a useless sacrifice 
of his men; bat he made one last effort 
to gain more tim e this morning. W hile 
nominally yielding to the terms General 
Shafter proposed, before 8 o’clock he 
sent a communication to General Shaf­ 
ter enclosing a copy of a telegram from 
Captain General Blanco explaining th at 
the surrender of such an im portant po­ 
sition as Santiago and the abandonm ent 
of Eastern Cuba would require the di­ 
rect sanction of the Madrid govern­ 
m ent and requesting more time to hear 
from Madrid. 
At the same tim e Cap­ 
tain fu n eral Blanco authorized General 
Toi~* if it was agreeable to the Am eri­ 
can general, to appoint commissioners 
on each side to arrange the terms of the 
capitulation of the forces under his 
command, on the condition of their pa­ 
role and transportation to Spain, pend­ 
ing the sanction of Madrid. 
He also 
communicated the names of the com­ 
missioners he had selected, namely, Mr. 
Robert Mason, tne British vice consul.

This communication was so am bigu­ 
ous that it m ight ail be upset by the re­ 
fusal of Madrid I > sanction the term s 
agreed to by tile commissioners and 
General Shafter resolved to have all the 
am biguity removed before proceeding 
further. 
At ll o’clock he mounted his 
horse and together w ith General Miles 
aud the staffs aud rode to the front. 
At General 
W heeler’s 
headquarters 
General Shafter, General Miles, Colonel 
Maus and au interpreter left their re­ 
tinue and passed on over oar trenches, 
with a flag of truce, to the mango tree 
nuder which the interview was held yes­ 
terday. 
They were soon joined by 
General Toral, his chief of staff And 
the two other commissioners appointed 
by him. 
General Miles took no part in the 
negotiations. 
He has been careful since 
his arrival here not to assume the d i­ 
rection of affairs, or to detract in the 
least from the glory of General Shaft­ 
er’s achievement.

He then issued orders to perm it oar 
troops to retire from the trenches, b at 
absolutely forbidding any one soldier or 
civilian from going into the Spanish 
lines. 
The refugees are to be perm itted to 
return to their homes, but neither oar 
troops nor the Cuban auxiliaries are to 
be perm itted to enter the city at present. 
The order as to the Cubans is very 
specific. 
They have shown a disposi­ 
tion to loot everything and any place. 
But they are not to have the privilege 
of glutting their appetites for plunder 
in Santiago. 
A guard is to be m aintained about the 
city, and the camps of our soldiers are 
to be removed just to the front or to the 
rear of our lines, as in individual cases 
is most practicable. 
The change of the 
camp sites will undoubtedly improve 
the health of the troops. * 
General Shafter instructed the com­ 
missioners th at the inside harbor en ­ 
trance be imm ediately opened to allow 
Clara Barton of the Red Cross society 
and the supply ships to enter and th at 
the railroad from Si boney be opened for 
a sim ilar purpose. 
We are to supply the Spanish prison­ 
ers w ith food pending their concentra­ 
tion and em barkation. 
General Toral 
requested this, saying th at there was 
very little food. 
It is probable th at the Spanish steam ­ 
ers in the harbor will be used in part 
for the transportation of toe surrend­ 
ered soldiers to Spain. 
The Spanish 
troops abandoned the entrenchm ents 
early this afternoon and w ent into the 
city. 
Our commissioners, accompanied by 
an interpreter, entered the 
Spanish 
lines shortly after 2 o’clock and had not 
returned w hen the correspondent left 
w ith this dispatch. 
General Miles and his staff arrived at 
Siboney from the front this evening 
and w ent aboard the Concha. 
On the 
w harf General Miles said: 
“ Santiago has surrendered on our , rotl< 
term s, after vainly trying for a long 
tim e to get better ones. 
The result is 
highly gratifying. 
The Spanish pris­ 
oners will be transported to Spain by us. 
The surrender carries w ith it not only 
the city of Santiago, b at the entire 
Santiago m ilitary district, being the 
eastern portion of Cuba west to a line 
draw n from Assadoros on the south 
coast to Sagua on the north coast. 
M anzanola and Holqnin are not in ­ 
cluded. 
“ The possession of the surrendered 
district will be yielded at once, and a 
commission of six, three from each side, 
will meet this afternoon to arrange the 
details of the transfer. 
The Am erican 
troops will be left where they are for a 
time, until they are needed for service 
elsewhere. 
“I do not wish to say w hat point w ill 
be attacked next. 
I m ay come ashore 
again here, b at hardly think so.”

The terrific encounter of the Ameri- 
csan and Spanish fleets off Santiago was 
magnificent, and from one standpoint it 
was war. The genius of an age and con­ 
flict shone in the big steel line which 
promptly grappled w ith the enemy the 
moment he appeared. 
It was heard in 
the thunder of the blazing batteries, 
whose rapidity and deadliness of fire 
riddled the Spanish ships and made 
shambles of their deck s; in the bril­ 
liant handling of the u nits of the A m er­ 
ican fleet, unguided as a whole, for it 
m ust be 
remembered that Adm iral 
Sampson and his flagship were not off 
Morro when the 
fight 
commenced. 
There were then no fleet signals— no 
signals of any sort in fact except the 
w arning num eral ” 250,” which said, 
“ Enemy coming o u t.” There was no 
“ Remember the M aine” nor anything 
else of the sort. 
The foe was sighted 
coming out of Santiago, and the A m er­ 
ican ships w ent for him the moment he 
was descried— the Iowa, Oregon, Texas 
and Brook lyn. 
The Iowa, according to the account 
furnished 
by Lieutenant 
Alexander 
Sharpe, Jr., was 6,000 yards distant 
frt)m Morro when the fleet put to sea. 
L ieutenants Scheutze and H ill, I am 
told, were on the bridge of the battle­ 
ship at the time. H ill, gazing through 
a glass directed at the entrance of the 
harbor, said, “ There is something com­ 
ing out. ” Scheutze look ed in the same 
direction and after a few m om ents’ 
scrntiuy flnng down the glass, sounded 
the general alarm , rang full speed 
ahead, hoisted signal 250, “ Enem y is 
c<>ming out, ” and let go a 6 pounder to 
attract 
im m ediate 
attention to the 
w arning message. 
The Iow a’s finely 
disciplined crew lost no tim e in getting 
to their stations, and her big bow guns 
were blazing before Captain Evans, 
hurrying from his cabin at the first 
alarm , had tim e to reach the bridge. 
A fter clearing the harbor the Spanish 
fleet swung to the westward, and the 
Iowa, swinging to a parallel course, 
brought her starboard battery into ac­ 
tion. 
Four 12 and four 8 inch rifles 
bcKimed a t the enemy singly and in 
pairs. 
F ro m ,the powerful sec;ondary 
battery the rapid fire storm had burst, 
and the grim battleship stood tc» w'ard 
the enemy look ing lik e a thundercloud 
rent by incessant lightning.

In prompt obedience the Ericsson ran

A horrible sight was 
there. On the port beam, off which the 
Ericsson lay, frightful wounds had been 
torn in the vessel’s side, and through 
the gaping orifices the crew of the 
Ericsson could see the men of the Viz­ 
caya’s firercKjm force l>eiug broiled alive 
in the fierce flames of the shell wreck ed 
compartment. 
I have since been told 
that they had been battened down and 
had no means of egress. 
But that was not all the horror. 
Sw inging from boat falls were dozens 
of men who apparently could not swim 
and who had been driven to those scorch­ 
ing threads of life by the fierce heat of 
the burning ship. 
The Ericsson could 
approach no nearer for fear of being 
dashed to pieces against the wreck . Her 
men shouted to the wretched victim s to 
jump, but they would not or could not 
be made to understand that efforts 
would l>e made to save them, and not 
until a num ber of the Ericsson's men 
made lines fast around their bodies and 
flung themselves into the sea did the 
Spaniards seem to understand. 
One by 
one they dropped off, and some were 
hauled ou board the rescuing craft, but 
the m ajority were drowned. 
The en­ 
gines of the Vizcaya had not been 
stopped, and for hours after she had 
struck they were faithfully throbbing at 
their useless task . 
Her guns, too, had 
been left loaded, and one by one these 
boomed a requiem over the dying ship. 
In all the Ericsson pick ed up nearly 
100 survivors, among them the Viz­ 
caya’s commander, Captain Eulate of 
Com petitor fame, he being the officer 
who ordered the execution of the cap­ 
tives of that vessel. All of the survivors 
were barefooted and scantily clad, and 
this added to the terror of this ghastly 
tragedy. 
The steel deck s of a torpedo 
b o &t are uncomfortably hot, and the

They imagined, however, 
that the entire American arm y was in 
front of them and after the first attack 
fell back w ith great loss. 
The old style Springfield rifles, w ith 
which many of the volunteers are arm ­ 
ed, are most severely condemned by Mr.

This was especially uoticeable on 
July 1. when the Thirty-third M ichigan 
was brought forward to re-enforce the 
American army. 
The men soon found 
that they were being pick ed off by the 
Spaniards, who were entirely out of 
range of their guns. The M ichigan men 
at once began pick ing up the Krag-.Tor- 
gensen rifles, dropped by the regulars, 
and tak ing the cartridge belts, so as to 
have the proper k ind of ammunition. 
The Loudon correspondent said that 
the Americans fought lik e fiends. There 
was no giving way. 
They stood their 
ground when officers and men were fall­ 
ing thick all around them. In speak ing 
of the rough riders, be said that they 
went in to the fight as coolly as though 
stepping up to a bar to tak e a drink .

She Rushed Into the Thick of the Fight 
end Remained to Rescue — Desperate 
Struggles of Spaniards In the Water. 
The Iowa’s Part In tho Destruction of 
the Fleet—Gallant Act of Lieutenant 
Huse—Affecting Meeting of Cerrero and 
Captain Balate. 


The terrific encounter of the Ameri­ 
can and Spanish fleets off Santiago was 
magnificent, and from one standpoint it 
was war. The genius of an age and con­ 
flict shone in the big steel line which 
promptly grappled w ith the enemy the 
moment he appeared. It was heard in 
the thunder of the blazing batteries, 
whose rapidity and deadliness of fire 
riddled the Spanish ships and made 
shambles of their decks; in the bril­ 
liant handling of the units of the Amer­ 
ican fleet, unguided as a whole, for it 
must be 
remembered that Admiral 
Sampson and his flagship were not off 
Morro when the 
fight 
commenced. 
There were then no fleet signals—no 
signals of any sort in fact except the 
Warning numeral “ 250,” which said, 
“ Enemy coming out.” There was no 
“ Remember the Maine” nor anything 
else of the sort. 
The foe was sighted 
coming out of Santiago, and the Amer­ 
ican ships went for him the moment he 
was descried—the Iowa, Oregon, Texas 
and Brooklyn. 
The Iowa, according to the account 
furnished 
by Lieutenant 
Alexander 
Sharpe, Jr., was 8,000 yards distant 
from Morro when the fleet put to sea. 
Lieutenants Scheutze and Hill, I am 
told, were on the bridge of the battle­ 
ship at the time. Hill, gazing through 
a glass directed at the entrance of the 
harbor, said, “ There is something com­ 
ing out. ” Scheutze looked in the same 
direction and after a few moments’ 
scrutiny flung down the glass, sounded 
the general alarm, rang full speed 
ahead, hoisted signal 250, “ Enemy is 
coming out, ” and let go a 6 pounder to 
attract 
immediate 
attention to the 
warning message. 
The Iowa’s finely 
disciplined crew lost no tim e in getting 
to their stations, and her big bow guns 
were blazing before Captain Evans, 
hurrying from his cabin at the first 
alarm, had time to reach the bridge. 
After clearing the harbor the Spanish 
fleet swung to the westward, and the 
Iowa, swinging to a parallel course, 
brought ber starboard battery into ac­ 
tion. 
Four 12 and four 8 inch rifles 
boomed at the enemy singly and in 
pairs. 
From , the powerful secondary 
battery the rapid fire storm had burst, 
and the grim battleship stood toward 
the enemy looking like a thundercloud 
rent by incessant lightning. 
These 12 inch shells of the Iowa 
weigh 1,000 pounds, and are hurled 
from the high powered rifled guns by 
the explosion of 500 pounds of powder. 
The chilled steel projectiles are five feet 
in length, and when one of these cuts 
through an armor belt and explodes in 
the interior of a ship it is a good vessel 
and a stoat hearted crew that w ill have 
any interest in subsequent events. The 
Iowa hurled 86 of these monster shells 
at her enemies, and if any of them 
missed it was an off moment with the 
gun captain, whose boast it is to h it a 
silver dollar at a mile. 
While the 12 
inch rifles were hurling their splitting 
mines into the heart of the enemy the 
other guns were as hotly engaged. The 
four 8 inch rifles—and these are no joke, 
either—flung 48 of their shells toward 
the foe, and the fine battery of rapid fire 
4 inch rifles almost emptied its maga­ 
zine, firing 800 rounds. The 6 pounders 
discharged 1,200 rounds. 
It will be seen that “ Fighting Bob” 
Evans dispensed his favors with a prod­ 
igality almost unequaled. 
In return 
he received a 6 inch shell in the forward 
compartment of his ship and another in 
the sick bay. 
Both ex p ired , but that 
special providence which is said to look 
out for the United States, drunkards 
and fools was still on duty, and not a 
soul on board the battleship was hurt by 
the two explosions. By way of contrast 
it should be noted that one shell on the 
Vizcaya killed and wounded 80 men. 
Both of the shells which struok the 
Iowa passed through the cofferdam and 
near the water line, but the faithful 
cellulose 
immediately 
choked 
the 
wounds. Patent leak stoppers were sub­ 
sequently placed in the jagged rents and 
at the close of the battle the Iowa was 
practically in the same condition as 
when she went into action—minus some 
ammunition. 
The battle done, the enemy’s ships on 
the beach and in flames, Captain Evans 
did all he could to rescue the survivors 
of the combat. 
Many impressive inci­ 
dents marked the arrival of the survivors 
on board the Iow a One lieutenant 
struggled up the sea ladder, his left arm 
shattered by a shell and hanging by a 
tendon of flesh, but as soon as he had 
gained the deck 
he steadied himself 
iud, bringing his heels together, saluted 
the quarter deck as though he was sim ­ 
ply a visiting offioer from a friendly 
man-of-war. 
Oat of the many “ scraps of deeds 
of daring” of that never to be forgot 


ten day off santiago the adventures 
and 
exploits 
of the little torpedo j 
boat Ericsson should be brought to 
light. Lieutenant Usher, big, blond 
and dashing, is an officer who would 
have made a record like that of Cushing 
in this war had he been given the op­ 
portunity. 
The Ericsson was off Si boney when 
the Spaniards made their desperate sor­ 
tie and the torpedo boat went racing 
down the coast line steering straight for 
the thick of the battle. The big battle­ 
ship Indiana, eastward guard of the I 
blockading squadron, 
was 
heading 
straight for the entrance of Santiago 
harbor in order to block the return of 
the flying fugitives in case their flight 
was balked and they attempted to re- I 
turn. 
Through the smoke of her great i 
bow guns the Ericsson darted, plunging j 
into the swirling cloud of the smoke en­ 
shrouded fleets. A bit on the starboard 
bow a huge hull loomed through a mist 
of bursting shells and throufh the 
Whirling white a glimpse wa*; nad of 
the flag of Spain, almost riddled, but 
still flying. 
Over went the helm of the torpedo 
boat, around swung the torpedo tubes. 
The long looked for opportunity to sink 
an enemy’s ship at last was at hand. 
Nearer and nearer the great hull loomed 
through the smoke. 
At last the mark 
was fair. W ait for the next roll to plant 
the splitting mine well under her armor 
belt. “ Stand by!” w asthe order. There 
she goes over. 
“ Hold on, sir, ” was the 
quick hail from forward as the order to 
fire was given. 
“ She has hauled down 
her colors.” And so it was. Cut to pieces 
by shells, her decks a shamble and on fire, 
the Vizcaya had struck her flag. Blind­ 
ly groping, she found a ledge on which 
to rest her keel, and the E ricson, in­ 
tent on her destruction a moment be­ 
fore, came near to rescue. 
Many of the 
Vizcaya’s men were then in the water. 
The flagship signaled to the Ericsson to 
drop back and pick them up. The swim­ 
mers were helped on board, and then 
Captain Evans of the Iowa signaled the 
Ericsson to range near the Vizcaya and 
rescue the survivors of the now fiercely 
burning wreck. 
In prompt obedience the Ericsson ran 
as close to the burning hulk as the heat 
would perm it 
A horrible sight was 
there. On the port beam, off which the 
Ericsson lay, frightful wounds had been 
torn in the vessel’s side, and through 
the gaping orifices the crew of the 
Ericsson could see the men of the Viz­ 
caya’s fireroom force being broiled alive 
in the fierce flames of the shell wrecked 
compartment. 
I have since been told 
that they had been battened down and 
had no means of egress. 
But that was not all the horror. 
Swinging from boat falls W’ere dozens 
of men who apparently could not swim 
and who had been driven to those scorch­ 
ing threads of life by the fierce heat of 
the burning ship. 
The Ericsson could 
approach no nearer for fear of being 
dashed to pieces against the wreck. Her 
men shouted to the wretched victims to 
jump, but they would not or could not 
be made to understand that efforts 
would be made to save them, and not 
until a number of the Ericsson’s men 
made lines fast around their bodies and 
flung themselves into the sea did the 
Spaniards seem to understand. 
One by 
que they dropped off, and some were 
hauled on hoard the rescuing craft, but 
the majority were drowned. 
The en­ 
gines of the Vizcaya had not been 
stopped, and for hours after she had 
struck they were faithfully throbbing at 
their useless task. 
Her guns, too, had 
been left loaded, and one by one these 
boomed a requiem over the dying ship. 
In all the Ericsson picked up nearly 
IOO survivors, among them the Viz­ 
caya’s commander, Captain Eulate of 
Competitor fame, he being the officer 
who ordered the execution of the cap­ 
tives of that vessel. All of the survivors 
were barefooted and scantily clad, and 
this added to the terror of this ghastly 
tragedy. 
The steel decks of a torpedo 
boat are uncomfortably hot, and the 
barefooted Spaniards were compelled to 
execute a continual dance on the heated 
plates to prevent the soles of their feet 
from blistering. 
Many of them were 
frightfully wounded, and here the grim 
seriousness of war shuts in again. 
The padre of the Vizcaya was asked 
by Lieutenant Usher to lend a hand in 
helping the wounded, but he was un­ 
concerned about their suffering. 
Turn­ 
ing a deaf ear, he seated himself on a 
chest. That chest happened to be need­ 
ed for a wounded man who was w rith­ 
ing on the heated deck, but the padre 
refused to surrender it. Usher motioned 
to his m acu lar young executive, En­ 
sign Edie, and the padre v a tte d the 
chest immediately and w ith some loss 
of dignity. 
I asked the admiral if he thought the 
destruction of his fleet would end the 
war. 
“ I cannot speak. 
I am unable to 
speak of that. 
If the Americans attack 
Havana, I am sure they w ill meet with 
terrific resistance and w ill lose ships 
and men.' ’ 
Cervera then spoke of Lieutenant 
Commander W ainwright and his brave, 
big hearted executive officer, Lieuten­ 
ant H. Mc. L. P. Hose. Cervera thanked 
them both from the bottom of his heart 
for the manner in which they had stood 
by the fire imperiled Maria Teresa, 
whose heated guns made a fearful dan­ 
ger zone and whose magazine threatened 
to dash the life from every one near by. 
Seeing the danger, Cervera begged Lieu­ 
tenant Hose to shove off from the flam­ 
ing wreck. ‘‘That gallant and noble 
offioer,” said Cervera, ‘‘replied and 


said, ‘No, admiral, not u&p1 1 n*ve 
rescued all your wounded. 
“ I jumped overboard, 
said the ad­ 
miral, speaking of Ins c wn adventures, 
“ and my son followed me. 
I could 
make no h e a d w a y and would have been 
drowned had not ne helped me and 
borne me up with his younger and 
stronger arms. . While we were strug­ 
gling in the water the C ubans on shore 
fired at us, but the Americans drove 
them away and would not allow them 
to molest us again. 
Then I was taken 
on board t h e Gloucester and then to the 
Iowa. ” 
On the deck of the Iowa Cervera met 
Eulate, commander of the \ izcaya. The 
meeting was an affecting one. 
Eulate, 
with much emotion, told his chief how 
Captain Evans had refused to take his 
sword, saying that he had surrendered 
his ship to four vessels, not to the Iowa 
alone, and that therefore he would not 
receive the sword. Eulate was much 
affected by the magnanimity cf Evans 
and told Cervera that it was the proud­ 
est moment of his life when the gallant 
American commander allowed him to 
retain his 
treasured blade.—Special 
Cor. New York Telegram. 


THE FIGHT AT SI BON EY. 


H o w I t A p p e a r e d to a L o n d o n W a r C o r ­ 
r e s p o n d e n t. 
G. P. Nuttall, war correspondent of 
the London Telegram, is the first of the 
correspondents to return from Santiago. 
Mr. Nuttall was present at the skirmish 
between the Spaniards and Roosevelt’s 
rough riders at Si boney, and he gives a 
most interesting account of the fight. 
He says that the Americans were out­ 
numbered and that the Spanish could 
have achieved a complete victory if they 
had continued to press forward from the 
beginning. 
They imagined, however, 
that the entire American army was in 
front of them and after the first attack 
fell back with great loss. 
The old style Springfield rifles, with 
which many of the volunteers are arm­ 
ed, are most severely condemned by Mr. 
Nuttall. He says that it is the height of 
folly to send to the front men armed 
with these old fashioned rifles. 
The 
Spaniards use smokeless powder and the 
latest improved weapons.. They open 
fire on the Americans at a distance far 
greater than the old style weapons will 
carry and consequently the volunteers 
are at a great disadvantage in every v it­ 
tle. 
This was especially noticeable on 
July I, when the Thirty-third Michigan 
was brought forward to re-enforce the 
American army. 
The men soon found 
that they were being picked off by the 
Spaniards, who were entirely out of 
range of their guns. The Michigan men 
at once began pic king up the Krag-Jor- 
gensen rifles, dropped by the regulars, 
and taking the cartridge belts, so as to 
have the proper kind of ammunition. 
The London correspondent said that 
the Americans fought like fiends. There 
was no giving way. 
They stood their 
ground when officers and men were fall­ 
ing thick all around them. In speaking 
of the rough riders, he said that they 
went in to the fight as coolly as though 
stepping up to a bar to take a drink. In 
this fight the newspaper correspondents 
were marching with the rough riders 
and consequently were soon in the thick 
of the fight.—New York Tribune.

Admiral Cervera’s Defeat. 
of 


THE ERICSSON’8 PLUCKY ETPORT. 


She B oshed In to th e Thick of th e F igh t 
and R em ained 
to R escue — D esperate 
Straggles o f Spaniards In th e Wetter. 
The Iow a’s P art In th e D estruction of 
the F le e t—G allant A ct of L ieutenant 
H ose—A ffecting M eeting o f Cervera and 
Captain B alate. 


The terrific encounter of the Ameri­ 
can and Spanish fleets off Santiago was 
magnificent, and from one standpoint it 
was war. The genius of an age and con­ 
flict shone in the big steel line which 
promptly grappled with the enemy the 
moment he appeared. It was heard in 
the thunder of the blazing batteries, 
whose rapidity and deadliness of fire 
riddled the Spanish ships and made 
shambles of their decks; in the bril­ 
liant handling of the units of the Amer­ 
ican fleet, unguided as a whole, for it 
must be remembered that Admiral 
Sampson and his flagship were not off 
Morro when the 
fight commenced. 
There were then no fleet signals—no 
signals of any sort in fact except the 
warning numeral “ 250,” which said, 
“ Enemy coming out.” There •was no 
“ Remember the Maine” nor anything 
else of the sort. 
The foe was sighted 
coming out of Santiago, and the Amer­ 
ican ships went for him the moment he 
was descried—the Iowa, Oregon, Texas 
and Brooklyn. 
The Iowa, according to the account 
furnished 
by Lieutenant 
Alexander 
Sbarpe, Jr., was 0,000 yards distant 
from Morro when the fleet put to sea. 
Lieutenants Scheutze and Hill, I am 
told, were on the bridge of the battle­ 
ship at the time. Hill, gazing through 
a glass directed at the entrance of the 
harbor, said, “ There is something com­ 
ing out. ” Scheutze looked in the same 
direction and after a few moments’ 
scrutiny flung down the glass, sounded 
the general alarm, rang full speed 
ahead, hoisted signal 250, “ Enemy is 
coming out, ” aud let go a 6 pounder to 
attract immediate attention to the 
warning message. The Iowa's finely 
disciplined crew lost no time in getting 
to their stations, and her big bow guns 
were blazing before Captain Evans, 
hurrying from his cabin at the first 
alarm, had time to reach the bridge. 
After clearing the harbor the Spanish 
fleet swung to the westward, and the 
Iowa, swinging to a parallel course, 
brought her starboard battery into ac­ 
tion. 
Four 12 and four 8 inch rifles 
boomed at the enemy singly and in 
pairs. 
From „ the powerful secondary 
battery the rapid fire storm had burst, 
and the grim battleship stood toward 
the enemy looking like a thundercloud 
rent by incessant lightning. 
These 12 inch shells of the Iowa 
weigh 1,000 pounds, and are hurled 
from the high powered rifled guns by 
the explosion of 500 pounds of powder. 
The chilled steel projectiles are five feet 
in length, and when one of these cuts 
through an armor belt and explodes in 
the interior of a ship it is a good vessel 
and a stout hearted crew that will have 
any interest in subsequent events. The 
Iowa hurled 86 of these monster shells 
at her enemies, and if any of them 
missed it was an off moment with the 
gun captain, whose boast it is to hit a 
silver dollar at a mite. 
While the 12 
inch rifles were hurling their splitting 
mines into the heart of the enemy the 
other guns were as hotly engaged. The 
four 8 inch rifles—and these are no joke, 
either—flung 48 of their shells toward 
the foe, and the fine battery of rapid fire 
4 inch rifles almost emptied its maga­ 
zine, firing 800 rounds. The 6 pounders 
discharged 1,200 rounds. 
It will be seen that “ Fighting Bob” 
Evans dispensed bis favors with a prod­ 
igality almost unequaled. 
In return 
he received a 6 inch shell in the forward 
compartment of his ship and another iii 
the sick bay. 
Both expired, but that 
special providence which is said to look 
out for the United States, drunkards 
and fools was still on duty, and not a 
soul on board the battleship was hurt by 
the two explosions. By way of contrast 
it should be noted that one shell on the 
Vizcaya killed and wounded 80 men. 
Both of the shells which struck the 
Iowa passed through the cofferdam and 
near the water line, but the faithful 
cellulose 
immediately 
choked 
the 
wounds. Patent leak stoppers were sub­ 
sequently placed in the jagged rents and 
at the close of the battle the Iowa was 
practically in the same condition as 
when she went into action—minus some 
ammunition. 
The battle done, the enemy’s ships on 
the beach and in flames, Captain Evans 
did all he could to rescue the survivors 
of the combat. Many impressive inci­ 
dents marked the arrival of the survivors 
on board the Iowa. One lieutenant 
struggled up the sea ladder, his left arm 
shattered by a shell aud hanging by a 
tendon of flesh, but as soon as he had 
gained the deck he steadied himself 
md, bringing his heels together, saluted 
the quarter deck as though he was sim­ 
ply a visiting offioer from a friendly 
man-of-war.

ten day oft santiago the adventures 
and 
exploits of the little torpedo 
boat Ericsson should be brought to 
light. Lieutenant Usher, big, blond 
and dashing, is an officer who would 
have made a record like that of Cushing 
in this war hail he been given the op­ 
portunity.

their useless task. 
Her guns, too, had 
been left loaded, and one by one these 
boomed a requiem over the dying ship. 
In all the Ericsson picked up nearly 
IOO survivors, among them the Viz­ 
caya's commander, Captain Eulate of 
Competitor fame, he being the officer 
who ordered the execution of the cap­ 
tives of that vessel. All of the survivors 
were barefooted and scantily clad, aud 
this added to the terror of this ghastly 
tragedy. 
The steel decks of a torpedo 
boat are uncomfortably hot, and the 
barefooted Spaniards were compelled to 
execute a continual dance on the heated 
plates to prevent the soles of their feet 
from blistering. 
Many of them were 
frightfully wounded, and here the grim 
seriousness of war shuts in again. 
The padre of the Vizcaya was asked 
by Lieutenant Usher to lend a hand in 
helping the wounded, but he was un­ 
concerned about their suffering.

A rt o f M ak in g » M u stard Plaster. 
To put on a mustard plaster is not at 
all difficult, but to do it in the best way 
requires some care and skill. 
In the 
first place, rememlier nev er to giv e a 
cold mustard plaster to a jiatient. To a 
weak or sensitiv e person the shock is 
often great. 
Either mix with v ery hot 
water, or, better still, hav e a plate put 
whex e it can get warm while y ou are 
mix ing. 
Hav ing ev ery thing ready at 
hand, mustard, flour and a spoonful of 
molasses, with a bit of old muslin or 
linen—an old handkerchief is the best 
thing for the purpose. Stir the mustard 
and flour together first, making the 
plaster stronger or weaker with mus­ 
tard as y ou hav e been directed. 
Add 
the molasses and then the water until 
the smooth mass is about as thick as 
porridge or poultice. Spread y our cloth 
on the warm plate, using the middle 
portion of the linen and leav ing a mar­ 
gin on all sides, which is to be folded 
iiack at the edgea 
Put a second cloth 
ev er the whole, so that the mustard is 
entirely hid btitween the two cov ers and 
keep on the plate until it is necessary 
to apply the 
plaster.—Philadelphia 
Ledger

Art of Making a Mustard Plaster. 
To put on a mustard plaster is not at 
all difficult, but to do it in the best way 
requires some care and skill. 
In the 
first place, remember never to give a 
cold mustard plaster to a patient. To a 
weak or sensitive person the shock is 
often great. 
Either mix with very hot 
water, or, better still, have a plate put 
where it can get warm while you are 
mixing. 
Having everything ready at 
hand, mustard, flour and a spoonful of 
molasses, with a bit of old muslin or 
linen—an old handkerchief is the best 
thing for the purpose. Stir the mustard 
aud flour together first, making the 
plaster stronger or weaker with mus­ 
tard as you have been directed. 
Add 
the molasses and then the water until 
the smooth mass is about as thick as 
porridge or poultice. Spread your cloth 
on the warm plate, using the middle 
portion of the linen and leaving a mar­ 
gin on all sides, which is to be folded 
l)ack at the edgea 
Pot a second cloth 
over the whole, so that the mustard is 
entirely hid between the two covers and 
keep on the plate until it is necessary 
to apply the plaster.—Philadelphia 
Ledger

Surgeons are 
of the opinion that a great deal of need­ 
less suffering is endured which might 
be relieved by extremely simple opera­ 
tions on the feet.—New York Ledger.

“ I wits thinking of my early college 
days, ” lie said, "and of a peculiar in­ 
cident that happened very soon after I 
began my studies. The professor was 
instructing the class one day on the 
corpuscles of the blood. Iii ordar to get 
some fresh blood for microscopical ex­ 
amination each student was ordered to 
tie a rag around his forefinger and strike 
the top of the finger suddenly with a 
needle with sufficient force to draw 
blood. Seems easy, doesn’t it? Do you 
know there wasn’t a man in the class 
that did it at the first attempt. 
It was 
funny to watch some of those embryo 
surgeons poise the needle with a deter­ 
mined air aud launch it to within a 
hair space of the flesh and there stop 
dead. Others tried to force the needle 
in slowly, but paused very shortly, 
with an expression of pain commen­ 
surate to that of an amputation. I my­ 
self gave it up as a bad job. and hacked 
a cavity in my thumb with a penknife, 
and found it easier. 
‘‘The fact that we were very young 
and inexperienced is no explanation for 
this peculiarity, as I have since found 
by personal test. Almost everybody ex­ 
hibited the same repugnance to inflict­ 
ing pain in that manner. 
Try it your­ 
self. ” 
The other man tried and succeeded on 
the fourth trial.—New York Sun.

A rt of M aking a Mustard Plaster. 
To put on a mustard plaster is not at 
all difficult, but to do it in the best way 
requires some care and skill. 
In the 
first place, remember never to give a 
cold mustard plaster to a patient. To a 
weak or sensitive person the shock is 
often greut. 
Either mix with very hot 
water, or, better still, have a plate put 
where it can get warm while yon are 
mixing. 
Having everything ready at 
hand, mustard, flour and a spoonful of 
molasses, with a bit of old muslin or 
linen—an old handkerchief is the best 
thing for the purpose. Stir the mustard 
and flour together first, making the 
plaster stronger or weaker with mus­ 
tard as you have been directed. 
Add 
the molasses and then the water until 
the smooth mass is about as thick as 
porridge or poultice. Spread your cloth 
on the warm plate, using the middle 
portion of the linen and leaving a mar­ 
gin on all sides, which is to be folded 
back at the edges. 
Put a second cloth 
over the whole, so that the mustard is 
entirely hid between the two covers and 
keep on the plate until it is necessary 
to apply the plaster.—Philadelphia 
Ledger

Value o f Toe* la W alking. 
The idea that the lesser toes are neces­ 
sary in walking is generally entertain­ 
ed, and it lias been a surprise to Euro­ 
pean physicians to learn that amputa­ 
tion of all the lesser toes of both feet 
has been followed by complete recovery 
and the restoration to usefulness of both 
the feet operated upon. The feet healed 
slowly after the operation, but very 
steadily and without unpleasant com­ 
plications. The operation was perform­ 
ed, and in a little more than a year and 
a half the patient danced all night and 
experienced no inconvenience whatever 
on account of having only one toe on 
each foot. She rides a wheel, plays ten­ 
nis and enjoys every sport that girls of 
her age are fond of. The cause of the 
trouble was originally chilblains, which 
was neglected until it produced con­ 
traction of the muscles with the most 
intense pain, which was at times so 
severe that she could not enjoy the 
necessary amount of sleep. Surgeons are 
of the opinion that agreat deal of need­ 
less suffering is endured which might 
be relieved by extremely simple opera­ 
tions on the feet.—New York Ledger.

The New South W ales government 
analy st, W illiam M. Ham let, delivered 
the presidential address in the section 
of chem istry at the recent m eeting of 
the A ustralian Association For the Ad­ 
vancement of Science, the subject being 
“ The M olecular Mechanism of an Elec­ 
troly te. ” 
He defined an electroly te as a body in 
solution or state of fUvSion, capable of 
being instanteously decomposed by a 
current of electricity , and he claimed 
th at if the ex planation he offered was 
ade<iuate for the electroly te it m ust 
hold good for the constitution of the 
m atter in the universe, so th at the 
treatise on the electroly te has a- most 
im portant scientific bearing. The m eth­ 
od of investigating the action of one 
body upon any other, he rem inded his 
audience, was brought to a high degree 
of accuracy by the im m ortal work of 
Sir Isaac Newton. 
He alluded to some 
observations of the late Professor Clif­ 
ford, made over 20 y ears ago, this au­ 
th ority rem arking, alm ost prophetical­ 
ly , “ We can look forward to the tim e 
when the structure and motions in the 
inside of a molecule w ill be so well 
known th at some future K ant or Laplace 
w ill be able to make an hy pothesis 
about the history and form ation of m at­ 
ter. ” — Nature.

“ Resolved, By the Republican state 
central commute e of Ohio: That Gov­ 
ernor Asa S. Bushnell is respectfully re­ 
quested and urged to call an extraor­ 
dinary session of the general assembly 
for the purpose of enacting suoh needful 
legislation as will enable our soldiers 
and sailors, now in the service of the 
United States, to cast their votes at the 
November election for all officers to be 
chosen thereat. 
“ Resolved, That in his proclamation 
calling such session it is recommended 
to the governor that he specify that the 
only object and purpose of such conven­ 
tion is for the general assembly to con­ 
sider this particular subject." 
A copy of the resolutions were ordered 
sent to Governor Bushnell at once.

T o p ic .—Christianity compared with other 
religions.—Acta xvii, 22-.il. (A 
mianionary 
topic.) 
Christians nerd never fear a compari­ 
son of their religion with the other re­ 
ligions of the world. Many good people 
feared the world’s congress of religions, 
but such fears proved to be groundless. 
Elijah was not afraid of a test between 
the God of Israel and Baal, the god of 
Israel’s enemies. Paul was not afraid to 
stand upon Mars hill, in Athens, and 
compare his God with the innumerable 
gods of the heathen Greeks. Our religion 
today will stand the test of comparison 
with all other religions. In the grandeur 
of its beliefs, the effects produced upon 
the lives of its adherents and the sub­ 
limity of its hopes for the future Chris­ 
tianity far surpasses all the other re­ 
ligions of the world. 
1. Christianity surpasses all other re­ 
ligions in the grandeur of its beliefs. 
Its doctrines of God, of man and of the 
relation existing between God and man 
are infinitely superior to all modem re­ 
ligions. Brahmanism, the caste religion 
of India, is both pantheistic and poly­ 
theistic. Buddhism, which holds be­ 
neath its sway so many millions in In­ 
dia, China, Japan and other places, is 
essentially atheistic. It has no concep­ 
tion of God at all. Confucianism, the 
state religion of China, is also practical­ 
ly atheistic, having no real conception 
of God, and in all of these idols made 
by man’s hands are worshiped in plaoe 
of God. Mohammedanism has a distort­ 
ed Christian idea of God. None of these 
religions has a higher idea of man 
than its ideas of God, and none has 
any way by which it can explain the 
relation existing between God and man, 
How inferior to our beliefs in an in­ 
finite, eternal, personal God, who has 
created man in His own image and who, 
though separated from God by sin, may 
be united to Him through Jesus Christ, 
His Son! 
2. Christianity surpasses all religions 
in the effect it produces upon the lives 
of men. Christianity presents to man 
the highest ideals of life and gives him 
lofty motives for striving to reach these 
ideals. It teaches that a pore and holy 
life should be the aim of all, and every­ 
where the world over it produces the 
highest standard of moral life that the 
world has ever seen. The ethical teach­ 
ings of Jesus are the best the world has 
ever had. Other religions debase and 
debauch men as a necessary result of 
their false doctrine and beliefs. 
S. Christianity surpasses all other re­ 
ligions in its conceptions of the future. 
Buddhism is a religion of darkness and 
despair both for this life and the life to 
come. It is hopeless. The Mohammed­ 
an’s idea of the future is a life of the 
grossest sensuality and sin. The hope 
of the Brahman is at last to be lost in 
Brahm, the universal soul. Death to the 
Brahman is the loss of consciousness. 
There is no hope of a resurrection, at a 
Father’s home, of recognition of friends, 
only a rapid passing from one form of 
life to another until lost altogether in 
the one great soul. 
How hopeless! 
What despair as to the future! And how 
mach more infinitely so when placed be­ 
side the Christian’s hope of eternal glo­ 
ry and happiness in heaven! 
As we compare Christianity, oar be­ 
liefs and our hopes with those of others, 
how our hearts should burn within na 
to send them the gospel to give them 
true knowledge about God, themselves 
and the future!

Inside o f rn M olecule. 
The New South Wales government 
analyst, William M. Hamlet, delivered 
the presidential address in the section 
of chemistry at the recent meeting of 
the Australian Association For the Ad­ 
vancement of Science, the subject being 
“ The Molecular Mechanism of an Elec­ 
trolyte. ” 
He defined an electrolyte as a body in 
solution or state of fusion, capable of 
being instanteously decomposed by a 
current of electricity, and he claimed 
that if the explanation he offered was 
adequate for the electrolyte it must 
hold good for the constitution of the 
matter in the universe, so that the 
treatise on the electrolyte hoe a most 
important scientific bearing. The meth­ 
od of investigating the action of one 
body upon any other, he reminded his 
audience, was brought to a high degree 
of accuracy by the immortal work of 
Sir Isaac Newton. 
He alluded to some 
observations of the late Professor Clif­ 
ford, made over 20 years ago, this au­ 
thority remarking, almost prophetical­ 
ly, “ We can look forward to the time 
when the structure and motions in the 
inside of a molecule will be so well 
known that some future Rant or Laplace 
will be able to make an hypothesis 
about the history and formation of mat­ 
ter. "—Nature.

Christians need never fear a compari­ 
son of their religion with tis* oilier re­ 
ligions of the world. Many g'xsl people 
feared the w orld’s congress of religious, 
but such fears proved to lie groundless. 
Elijah was not afraid of a tost Ixifcween 
the God of Israel and Baal, the god of 
Israel’s enemies. Paul was not afraid to 
stand upon Mars hill, in Athens, and 
compare his God with the innumerable 
gods of the heathen Greeks. Our religion 
today will stand the tost of comparison 
with all other religions. In the grandeur 
of its beliefs, the effects produced upon 
the lives of its adherents and the sub­ 
lim ity of its hopes for the future Chris­ 
tianity far surpasses all the other re­ 
ligions of the world. 
I. Christianity surpasses all other re­ 
ligions in the grandeur of its beliefs. I 
Its doctrines of God, of man and of the 
relation existing between God and man 
are infinitely superior to all modem re­ 
ligions. Brahmanism, the caste religion 
of India, is both pantheistic and poly­ 
theistic. 
Buddhism, which holds be­ 
neath its sway so many millions in In­ 
dia, China, Japan and other places, is 
essentially atheistic. 
It has no concep­ 
tion of God at all. 
Confucianism, the 
state religion of China, is also practical­ 
ly atheistic, having no real conception 
of God, and in all of these idols made 
by m an’s hands are worshiped in place 
of God. Mohammedanism has a distort­ 
ed Christian idea of God. None of these 
religions has a higher idea of man 
than its ideas of God, and none has 
any way by which it can explain the 
relation existing between God and m*n 
How inferior to our beliefs in an in­ 
finite, eternal, personal God, who has 
created man in His own image and who, 
though separated from God by sin, may 
be united to Him through Jesus Christ, 
His Bon I 
2. Christianity surpasses all religions 
in the effect it produces upon the lives 
of men. Christianity presents to man 
the highest ideals of life and gives him 
lofty motives for striving to reach these 
ideals. It teaches that a pore and holy 
life should be the aim of all, and every­ 
where the world over it produces the 
highest standard of moral life that the 
world has ever seen. The ethical teach­ 
ings of Jesus are the best the world has 
ever had. 
Other religions debase and 
debauch men as a necessary result of 
their false doctrine and beliefs. 
3. Christianity surpasses all other re­ 
ligions in its conceptions of the future. 
Buddhism is a religion of darkness and 
despair both for this life and the life to 
come. It is hopeless. The Mohammed­ 
an’s idea of the future is a life of the 
grossest sensuality and sin.

Inside o f rn M olecule. 
The New South Wales government 
analyst, W illiam M. Hamlet, delivered 
the presidential address in the section 
of chemistry at the recent meeting of 
the Australian Association For the Ad­ 
vancement of Science, the subject being 
"The Molecular Mechanism of an Elec­ 
trolyte. ” 
He defined an electrolyte as a body in 
solution or state of fusion, capable of 
being instanteously decomposed by a 
current of electricity, and he claimed 
that if the explanation he offered was 
adequate for the electrolyte it must 
hold good for the constitution of the 
m atter in the universe, so that the 
treatise on the electrolyte has a most 
important scientific bearing. The m eth­ 
od of investigating the action of one 
body upon any other, he reminded his 
audience, was brought to a high degree 
of accuracy by the immortal work of 
Sir Isaac Newton. 
He alluded to some 
observations of the late Professor Clif­ 
ford, made over 20 years ago, this au­ 
thority remarking, almost prophetical­ 
ly, "W e can look forward to the time 
when the structure and motions in the 
inside of a molecule will be so well 
known that some future Kant or Laplace 
will be able to make an hypothesis 
about the history and formation of m at­ 
ter. " —Nature.

The 
Cubans and Spaniards use these short, 
sharp kniv es to perfection. Our men 
lack them and suffer. 
“ We foug ht on foot and went at it 
with carbines. 
We were pretty well 
trained in their use and manag ed to do 
g ood work. 
Our men fired more accu­ 
rately than the Spaniards. Their Manser 
rifles shoot faster than our Krag -J org en­ 
sen pieces, but they load and fire too 
rapidly. 
We worked slower and more 
effectiv ely. Our bullets told. The Span­ 
ish trenches were filled with dead. Of­ 
ten the enemy left their trenches expos­ 
ed on the flank and we wheeled Gatling 
g uns to the end and moweti them down 
with a raking fire. They couldn’t stand 
that. They had us at a disadv antag e the 
first day. 
Their v olley firing w^as v ery 
effectiv e. They would rise as one man, 
all shoot tog ether, and then fall down 
and crawl off. But we g ot used to this. 
We counted their steps as we lay on the 
g ronnd and when they would rise we 
would fire before they could shoot. We 
soon headed them off. 
We could drop 
and dodg e as well as they, for we had 
practiced all this. 
“ This talk about the Spanish not 
hav ing prov isions in the field is bosh. 
Their trenches, which we captured, 
were filled with enoug h food to last a 
month. 
The Spanish fig ht well in 
trenches and in trees. 
Get them in a 
blockhouse and they are stubborn. 
We 
rarely g ot nearer to them than 1,000 
feet; now and then we closed up and 
surrounded their blockhouses. 
They 
didn’t g et away when we did this. 
“ We didn’t mind the wire fences 
much. 
The barbed wire was strung 
from g reen posts. 
Onr Cuban scouts 
would run out under protection of onr 
fire and with machetes cut down the 
posta 
They were small and thin. This 
would dispose of the wire fences and we 
walked rig ht ov er them. 
We adv anced 
all the time. 
Our army nev er g av e up 
a position it once occupied. 
We held 
ev erything we captured. Once an order 
came for the Sev enth infantry to retreat 
from a hot place, but the order was 
nev er obeyed. We nev er went back from 
any part of our linea 
As scouts and 
g uards and spies the Cubans are all 
rig ht In battle we sent them out of the 
way because it was hard to tell them 
from the Spaniards. Many of them had 
Spanish uniforms which they had cap­ 
tured and some of them were almost 
naked. 
“ The first thing a Spanish prisoner 
did was to beg not to be surrendered to 
theCnbana The Spaniards had a way of 
sitting in trees and shooting at ns on the 
g ronnd. 
They used smokeless powder, i 
and we could not tell where the shots j 
which killed onr men were coming 
from.

The London Chronicle’s correspond­ 
ent, writing from Cadiz under date of 
J une 13, thus describes Spain’s reserv e 
fleet: As far as I can make out from 
what I hav e seen in the bay. the .ieet is 
now made upas follows: The barJ eship 
Pelayo, of Í), 8 17 tons, with a crew’ of 
55(> men, I suppose beyond question the 
best ship Spain has, perhaps the only 
one we should call first class; the Car­ 
los V, also described as a first class bat­ 
tleship, but obv iously of inferior build. 
She is of 8 ,223 tons and has a crew of 
560. 
Already there are ug ly rumors as

her 
effectiv eness. 
The Vitoria, 
whic h I think we should describe as au 
old broadside ironclad of 7,250 tons, 
with a crew of 58 0. has now been added 
tc» the fleet, but I hav e not been able to 
see her at close quarters. The first class 
protected cruiser Lepante, of 4,8 26 tons, 
said to be a really gcxKl ship, is still fit­ 
ting out at Cartag ena, but is expected 
here soon. 
Her companion ship, the 
cruiser Alfonso XIII, which was count­ 
ed as a g lory to the fleet till thl> other 
day, no long er counts as anything now; 
either her g uns were too heav y or her 
eng ines too weak. 
Anyhow, she has 
prov ed uuseaw’orthy and is consig ned to 
the dockyard. J8 ome connect the minis­ 
ter’s v isit with her failure. 
The Prin­ 
cess of the Austrias, which they tell me 
is reckoned in Eng land among the ef­ 
fectiv e fleet, lies beside the dock, a mere 
unfinished hulk, just as on that morn­ 
ing nearly two years ag o w’hen, after 
the v ain attempts of all tbe eng ineers to 
launch her, it w’as found that in the 
nig ht she had launched herself. 
Of torpedo tK>at destroyers I hav e seen 
four, the Proserpina, Osado, Audaz and 
Destructor; of torpedo boats fiv e, the 
Habana, Barcelo, Orion and Retamoso 
and another.

Caban Scoots Easily Dispose s t W ire 
Fences—Spanish Prisoners N** to I Ie Sur­ 
rendered to Insurgents. 


Six wounded soldiers from Santiago 
arrived in Savannah the other morning 
on their way to their homes. 
The men 
were all wounded at the battle of Sibo 
ney on July I. Their names are: James 
E. Keller, Company A, Seventy-first 
New York, residence 218 East Thirty- 
sixth street, wounded in the right arm ; 
F. C. Knehle, Company D, Seventy- 
first New York, residence 150 Pulaski 
street, Brooklyn, shot in right arm, 
bone broken; Private Goodman, Com­ 
pany A, Seventy-first New York, wound­ 
ed in right arm ; James Carroll, Com­ 
pany M, Seventy-first New York, resi­ 
dence 334 East Fifty-eighth street, New 
York, shot in the left hand anil three 
fingers torn aw ay; Private Brennan of 
the Seventy-first New York, wounded in 
arm ; J. D. Hoekster of New York, 
Troop C, First United States cavalry. 
To the representative of the New York 
San Hoekster gave a story of the battle. 
He was shot while lying on his face in 
a trench and is now on a two months’ 
furlough. 
“ We got into the fight right away, ” 
he said. 
“ When we arrived in Cuba, 
we found that every vestige of a road 
had been destroyed. 
We had to make 
our own roads and work our own way 
through the country. 
And, first of all,

lack them and suffer. 
“ We fought on foot and went at it 
with carbines. 
We were pretty well 
trained in their use and managed to do 
good work.

Of­ 
ten the enemy left their trenches expos­ 
ed on the flank and we wheeled Gatling 
guns to the end and mowed them down 
with a raking fira They couldn’t stand 
that. They had us at a disadvantage the 
first day.

They would rise as one man, 
all shoot together, and then fall down 
and crawl off. But we got used to this. 
We counted their steps as we lay on the 
ground and when they would rise we 
would fire before they could shoot. We 
soon headed them off. 
We could drop 
and dodge as well as they, for we had 
practiced all this. 
“ This talk about the Spanish not 
having provisions in the field is bosh. 
Their trenches, which we captured, 
were filled with enough food to last a 
month. 
The Spanish fight well in 
trenches and in trees.

SPAIN’S RESERVE FLEET. 


Aa English Observer Describes W hat Ha 
Raw of It a Few W eeks Ago. 
The London Chronicle’s correspond­ 
ent, writing from Cadiz nuder date of 
June 13, thus describes Spain's reserve 
fleet: As far as I can make out from 
what I have seen in the bay, the ,*leet is 
now’ made up as follows: The battleship 
Pelayo, of 9,917 tons, with a crew of 
556 men, I suppose beyond question the 
best ship Spain has, perhaps the only 
one we should call first class; the Car­ 
los V, also described as a first class bat­ 
tleship, but obviously of inferior build. 
She is of 9,223 tons aud has a crew of 
560. 
Already there are ugly rumors as 
to 
her 
effectiveness. 
The Vitoria, 
which I think w’e should describe as an 
old broadside ironclad of 7,250 tons, 
with a crew of 590, has now been added 
to the fleet, but I have not been able to 
see her at close quarters. The first class 
protected cruiser Lepanto, of 4,826 tons, 
said to be a really good ship, is still fit­ 
ting out at Cartagena, but is expected 
here soon. 
Her companion ship, the 
cruiser Alfonso XIII, which w’ae count­ 
ed as a glory to the fleet till thfti other 
day, no longer counts as anything now ; 
either her guns were too heavy or her 
engines too weak. 
Anyhow, she has 
proved unseaworthy and is consigned to 
the dockyard. Some connect the m inis­ 
ter’s visit with her failure. 
The Prin­ 
cess of the A ustrian which they tell me 
is reckoned in England among the ef­ 
fective fleet, lies beside the dock, a mere 
unfinished hulk, just as on that morn­ 
ing nearly two years ago when, after 
the vain attempts of all the engineers to 
launch her, it w’as found that in the 
night she had launched herself.

SPAIN’S RESERVE FLEET. 


An E n glish O b w m r D escribe* W hat R e 
Sew of It a Few W eek* Ago. 
The London Chronicle’s correspond­ 
ent, writing from Cadiz under date of 
June 13, thus describes Spain's reserve 
fleet: As far as I can make out from 
what I have seen in the bay, the .ieet. is 
now’ made upas follows: The battleship 
Pelayo, of 9,hi7 tons, with a crew of 
656 men, I suppose beyond question the 
best ship Spain has, perhaps the only 
one we should call first class; the Car­ 
los V, also described as a first class bat­ 
tleship, but obviously of inferior build. 
She is of 9,223 tons and has a crew of 
560. Already there are ugly rumors as 
to 
her 
effectiveness. 
The Vitoria, 
which I think we should describe as an 
old broadside ironclad of 7,250 tons, 
with a crew of 590, lias now been added 
to the fleet, but I have not been able to 
see her at close quarters. The first class 
protected cruiser Lepanto, of 4,826 tons, 
said to be a really good ship, is still fit­ 
ting out at Cartagtma, but is expected 
here soon. 
Her companion ship, the 
cruiser Alfonso XIII, which 'was count­ 
ed as a glory to the fleet till tht> other 
day, no longer counts as anything now; 
either her guns were too heavy or her 
engines too weak. 
Anyhow, she has 
proved unseaworthy and is consigned to 
the dockyard. Some connect the minis­ 
ter’s visit with her failure. 
The Prin­ 
cess of the Austrias, which they tell me 
is reckoned in England among the ef­ 
fective fleet, lies beside the dock, a mere 
unfinished hulk, just as on that morn­ 
ing nearly two years ago when, after 
the vain attempts of all the engineers to 
launch her, it was found that in the 
night she had launched herself. 
Of torpedo boat destroyers I have seen 
four, the Proserpina, Osado, Audaz and 
Destructor; of torpedo boats five, the 
Habana, Barcelo, Orion and Retamoso 
and another. 
Some of both classes are 
generally at Algeciras, watching Gibral­ 
tar as a mouse watches a eat. Of auxil­ 
iary cruisers the Rapido aud Patriota 
are supposed to be finished, but I can 
discover no guns on them. The Meteora, 
formerly the Havel of the Hamburg- 
American line, has only lately arrived 
and remains unready. 
The Giralda, which is now waiting 
to be armed with quick firing guns and 
is very much spoken of, was, I believe, 
a Scotch pleasure yacht. She is of 1,664 
tons, makes 22 knots and is to have 14 
guns in the future. Of converted trans­ 
atlantic liners the Buenos Aires, the 
Antonio Lopez aud Alfonso XII are 
supposed to be ready. The Montserrat 
and Leon XIII are uncertain. Anyhow 
their officers are not appointed.

Bogg.s, 
he said, did not tell him to what amount 
he was in default. 
After that time 
witness said he heard nothing more 
about the shortage and presumed ac­ 
cordingly that Boggs had taken his ad­ 
vice and got the money from friends. 
The Outhbert & Co. check for |900, 
which was not charged to his account, 
he said, represented money he had ad­ 
vanced to Boggs in a stock transaction. 
i?wo other checks he denied knowledge 
of. 
He made a general denial of any 
knowledge or complicity in the manipn- 
latiou of the bank’s funds, and that 
while witness was aware of overdrafts 
iu his (witness’) account, he always 
made g'4od immediately upon notifica­ 
tion. 
He was then turned over for 
cross-examination. 
Mr. Kenney was submitted to a most 
rigid and searching cross-examination, 
which failed to shake his examination 
m chief.

Wheat has been dropping in prices 
under estimates of 080,000,000 and 700,- 
000,000 bushels this year, which seem to 
be at least well warranted as over-con 
servative estimates by the same parties 
last year. Injury to the crop is her 
aloed; abundance in old regions get no 
notice. 
The foreign outlook has much 
improved and the decline in price dur­ 
ing the week was about 5 cents for spot 
and 3^ for the nearest option. Corn 
exports are decreasing, as is natural, 2,- 
557,098 bushels in two weeks of July 
against 4,059,315 last year. The price is 
I cent stronger. 
Failures for the week ending July 7 
were $1,854,394 in amount, $940,611 
manufacturing and $899,703 trading. 
Failures for the week have been 215 
in the United States, against 263 last 
year, and 23 in Canada, against 27 last 
year.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Th® Ameri­ 
can amay, under General Shafter may 
be forced to attack Santiago and take it 
by assault. 
This belief is baaed on a 
telegram received from General Shafter 
and given out in part at the war depart­ 
ment last evening, showing that serious 
hitches have occurred in the negotia­ 
tions for surrender between the Spanish 
and American commissioners. 
It is be­ 
hoved the part made public does not 
give all the facts. 
Flints dropped by officials indicated 
that the Spanish had succeeded rn get­ 
ting General Shafter into a false posi­ 
tion, which may result in a quick sus­ 
pension of negotiations and an appeal 
to anus to convince the Spaniards that 
their best policy i® square dealing. 
If Shafter’s forces are compeUed to 
make an assault on Santiago, it is real­ 
ized that there will be the bloodiest 
kind of work. 
The Americans will be 
in no mood to give quarter, aud tne hu­ 
mane regard for their foes, which has 
hitherto marked their operations, will 
be forgotten in the justifiable anger 
produced by w hat must be looked ou as 
new instance of Spanish deceit and 
trickery. 
The bombardment of the city will 
be undohbtedly of the most destructive 
and disastrous character, and the Span­ 
iards who survive will have reason to 
regret bitterly that their leaders failed 
to deal frankly and sensibly with the 
enemy when he was disposed to be not 
only merciful, but most considerate. 
It is understood the president, while 
greatly chagrined by the slow progress 
and threatened failure of the negotia­ 
tions for surrender, stiU believes the 
Spaniards will in the end yield in aU 
essential points. 
He takes the view 
that the difficulties raised by the Span- 
is commissioners are more matters of 
form than of substance. 
They are try ­ 
ing by all sorts of little devices to guard 
what they call their honor and save ap­ 
pearances, but when these m atters of 
mere outward show are adjusted to suit 
their quixotic ideas they will accept the 
situation and adhere to the terms they 
made at the outset. 
There is strong 
hoj)e here that in the end the views 
held by the president may turn out cor­ 
rect. 
• 
Secretary of W ar Alger is not among 
those who take a hopeful view of. the 
situation. 
He is said to be convinced 
that General Toral is not acting in good 
faith, and believes the wisest course for 
General Shafter to pursue would be to 
drop negotiations immediately and be­ 
gin an assault on the city. There is said 
to be a suspicion in the mind of the sec­ 
retary that the Spaniards are looking 
for reinforcements, and hope that by 
means of the delay in negotiations those 
reinforcements will have time to reach 
Santiago and attack Shafter’s army on 
the dank. 
It seems incredible that the Spaniards 
would resort to treachery of this kind, 
but if they do the day of reckoning for 
them will be terrible. 
It is believed 
that if Secretary Alger were left free 
to act on bis own impulse he would at 
oat:© order General Shafter to bagin the 
bombardment offs ant Iago so angry is he 
at the delay in the negotiations and so 
convinced that the Spaniards mean 
treachery. 
After an extended conference with 
the president last night, at which three 
other members of the cabinet were 
present, Secretary Alger said: 
“ The 
situation is just this: Tne Spaniards at 
Santiago are prepared to surrender, but 
they want to carry their arms. 
We 
have determined to graut no such con­ 
cession nor any concession except the 
geueri>sity of this government to trans­ 
port them to Spain.” 
secretary Alger was asked if it was 
dot the expectation that when it was 
known that no other terms would be 
granted the surrender would take place, 
aud replied that such was the case. 
In 
any event no other concession would 
* afforded by this government, 
r was nearly I o’clock when the oon- 
<- ranee at the White House adjourned 


Besides Secretary Alger 
there were 
present Secretaries Bliss and Wilson 
and Postmaster General Emory Smith. 
Adjutant General Corbin was present j 
during the last hour of the conference. 
Secretary Alger did not say how 
much time would be allowed the enemy 
to reach a conclusion, but it is known 
that the administration will make it 
very short and submit to no further 
parley with General Toral. The uext 
move is surrender upon the terms which 
tne United States government propose 
or immediate attack upon the Spanish 
forces by the army and navy. 
The Spanish are said to be willing to 
give up sheir arms, but want them re­ 
turned ou their arrival in Spain. 
The following bulletin hasbeen posted 
at cue war department from General 
Shafter: 
“ Headquarters Santiago, via Playa 
dal Bite, July 15, 1898. 
Adjutant, (luneral, Washington: 
“ Senti you several telegrams yester­ 
day, as did General Miles, in regard to 
the surrender. 
General Toral agreed 
yesterday positively to surrender all the 
forces under his command in Eastern 
Cuba, upon a distinct understanding 
that they were to be sent to Spain by 
the United States; that this surrender 
was authorized by General Blanco and 
that its submission tomorrow was mere­ 
ly formal.

At ll o’clock he mounted his 
horse and together with General Miles 
and the staffs aud rode to the front, 
At General 
Wheeler's 
headquarters 
General Shafter, General Miles, Colonel 
Maus and au interpreter left their re­ 
tinue aud passed on over our trenches, 
with a hag of truce, to the mango tree 
under which the interview was held yes­ 
terday. 
They were soon joined by 
General Toral, his chief of staff and 
the two other commissioners appointed 
by him. 
General Miles took no part in the 
negotiations. 
He has been careful since 
his arrival here not to assume the di­ 
rection of affairs, or to detract in the 
least from the glory of General Shaft­ 
er’s achievement. 
General Shafter insisted at the out­ 
set that the commissars to be appointed 
should have paramount authority to 
make aud conclude the terms of sur­ 
render in accordance with our de­ 
mands. 
After parleying, General Torsi ac­ 
ceded to this, explaining that since his 
last communication he had received di­ 
rect authority from Captain General 
Blanco to do so. Tnis being the main 
pointy the interview was scan con­ 
cluded. 
Before parting, General Shafter com­ 
plimented General Toral higiily upon 
the skill and gallantry of his resistance. 
Upon the return to General Wheeler s 
headquarters the news of our complete 
victory was communicated to General 
Lawtoii and to General Kent and to the 
brigade commanders. 
There was much 
rejoicing. 
General Shafter held a general levee 
before he dismounted aud was congrat­ 
ulated and complimented by all. 
He 
immediately appointed General Wheeler, 
General Lawton and Captain Miley to 
be commissioners ou his behalf to treat 
with those appointed by General Toral. 
He then issued orders to permit our 
troops to retire from the trenches, but 
absolutely forbidding any one soldier or 
civilian from going into the Spanish 
lines. 
The refugees are to be permitted to 
return to their homes, but neither our 
troops nor the Cuban auxiliaries are to 
be permitted to enter the city at present. 
The order as to the Cubans is very 
specific. 
They have shown a disposi­ 
tion to loot everything aud any place. 
But they are not to liave the privilege 
of glutting their appetites for plunder 
in Santiago. 
A guard is to be maintained about the 
city, and the camps of our soldiers §re 
to be removed just to the frout or to the 
rear of our lines, as in individual cases 
is most practicable. 
The change of the 
camp sites will undoubtedly improve 
the health of the troops. 
General Shafter instructed the com- 
misMoucrs that the inside harbor en­ 
trance be immediately opened to allow 
Clara Barton of the Red Cross society 
aud the supply snips to outer and that 
the railroad from siboney be opened for 
a similar purpose. 
We are to supply the Spanish prison­ 
ers with food pending their concentra­ 
tion aud embarkation. 
General Toral 
requested this, saying that there was 
very little food. 
It is probable that the Spauish steam­ 
ers in the harbor will be used in part 
for the transportation of the surrend­ 
ered soldiers to Spam. The Spanish 
troops abandoned the entrenchments 
early this urternoon and went into the 
city. 
Our commissioners, accompanied by 
an interpreter, entered the 
Spanish 
lines shortly after 2 o’clock and had not 
returned wheu the correspondent left 
with this dispatch. 
General Miles aud his staff arrived at 
Siboney from the front this evening 
and went aboard the Concha. 
On the 
wharf General Miles said: 
“Santiago has surrendered ou our 
terms, after vainly trying for a long 
time to get better ones. 
The result is 
highly gratifying. 
The Spanish pris­ 
oner* will be trausported to Spain by us. 
The surrender carries with it not only 
the city of Santiago, bat the euttre 
Santiago military district, being the 
eastern portion of Cuba west to a hue 
drawn from Assadoros on the south 
coust to Sagua on the north coast. 
Manzanola and Hoiquin are not in­ 
cluded. 
“ The possession of the furrendered 
district will be yielded at once, and a 
commission of six, three from each side, 
will meet this afternoon to arrange the 
details of the transfer. 
The American 
troops will be left where they are for a 
time, until they are needed for service 
elsewhere. 
“ I do not wish to say what point will 
be attacked next. 
I may oowe ashore 
again here, but hardly think so.”

Senor Gamazo said to a newspaper rep­ 
resentative: 
‘I cannot talk on the sub­ 
ject, as my indiscretion might spoil the 
work aud create difficulties.’ 
The Madrid correspondent of The 
Daily News, who believes that the 
activity of the Carlists in the northern 
provinces is the real reason for suspend­ 
ing the constitutional guarantees and 
proclaiming a state of 8i«ge. says:

The river is still stationary, aud no 
prospects of an im m ediate rise as a re­ 
sult of the recent heavy rains up the 
M onongahela valley.

The terrific encounter of the A m eri­ 
can and Spanish fleets off Santiago was 
magnificent, and from one standpoint it 
was war. The genius of an age and con­ 
flict shone in the big steel line which 
prom ptly grappled w ith the enemy the 
moment he appeared. 
It was heard in 
the thunder of the blazing batteries, 
whose rapidity and deadliness of fire 
riddled the Spanish ships and made 
shambles of their decks; in the bril­ 
liant handling of the units of the A m er­ 
ican fleet, unguided as a whole, for it 
must l)e 
rem embered th at Adm iral 
Sampson and his flagship were not off 
Morro when the 
fight 
commenced. 
There were then no fleet signals— no 
signals of any sort in fact except the 
w arning num eral ” 250,” which said, 
•‘Enem y coming o u t.” There was no 
“ Remember the M aine” nor anything 
else of the sort. 
The foe was sighted 
coming out of Santiago, and the A m er­ 
ican ships w ent for him the moment he 
was descried—the Iowa, Oregon, Texas 
and Brooklyn. 
The Iowa, according to the account 
furnished 
by Lieutenant 
Alexander i 
Sharpe, J r., was 6,000 yards distant I 
from M orro when the fleet put to sea. 
L ieutenants Scheutze and H ill, I am 
told, were on the bridge of the battle­ 
ship at the time. H ill, gazing through 
a glass directed at the entrance of the 
harbor, said, “ There is something com­ 
ing out. ” Scheutze looked in the same 
direction and after a few m om ents’ 
scrutiny flung down the glass, sounded 
the general alarm , 
rang full speed 
ahead, hoisted signal 260, “ Enem y is 
com m g out, ” and let go a 6 pounder to 
attract 
im m ediate 
attention to the 
w arning message. 
The Iow a's finely 
disciplined crew lost no tim e in getting 
to their stations, and her big bow guns 
were blazing before Captain Evans, 
hurrying from his cabin at the first 
alarm , had tim e to reach the bridge. 
A fter clearing the harbor the Spanish 
fleet swung to the westward, and the 
Iowa, sw inging to a parallel course, 
brought her starboard battery into ac­ 
tion. 
Four 12 and four 8 inch rifles 
boomed a t the enemy singly and in 
pairs. 
From the powerful secondary 
battery the rapid fire storm had burst, 
and the grim battleship stood toward 
the enemy looking like a thundercloud 
rent by incessant lightning. 
These 12 inch shells of the Iowa 
weigh 1,000 pounds, and are hurled 
from the high powered rifled guns by 
the explosion of 500 pounds of powder. 
The chilled steel projectiles are five feet 
in length, aud when one of these cuts 
through an arm or belt and explodes in 
the interior of a ship it is a good vessel 
and a stout hearted crew th at w ill have 
auy interest in subsequent events. 
The 
Iowa hurled 86 of these m onster shells 
at her enemies, and if any of them 
missed it was an off moment w ith the 
gun captain, whose boast it is to h it a 
silver dollar at a m ila 
W hile the 12 
inch rifles were hurling their splitting 
m ines into the heart of the enemy the 
other guns were as hotly engaged. 
The 
four 8 inch rifles—and these are no joke, 
either— flung 48 of their shells toward 
the foe, and the fine litte r y of rapid fire 
4 inch rifles alm ost emptied its maga­ 
zine, firing 800 rounds. The 6 pounders 
discharged 1,200 rounds. 
It w ill lie seen that “ Fighting Bob” 
Evans dispensed his favors w ith a prod­ 
igality alm ost unequaled. 
In 
return 
he received a 6 inch shell in the forward 
com partm ent of his ship aud another in 
the sick bay. 
Both exploded, hut that 
sjiecial providence which is m id to look 
out for the United States, drunkards 
aud fools w*as still on duty, ami not a 
soul on board the battleship w’ash u rt by 
the two explosions. By way of contrast 
it should be noted that one shell on the 
Vizcaya killed and wounded 80 men. 
Both of the shells which struok the 
Iowa jessed through the cofferdam and I 
near the w ater line, but the faithful 
cellulose 
im m ediately 
choked 
the 
wounds. Patent leak stoppers were sub­ 
sequently placed in the jagged rents and 
at the close of the battle the Iowa was 
practically in the sumo condition as 
when she w ent into action-—m inus some 
amm unition. 
The battle douo, the enem y’s ships on 
the beach and in flames, Captain Evans 
did all he could to rescue the survivors 
of the combat. 
Many impressive inci- , 
dents marked the arrival of the survivors

One lieutenant

T H E FIGHT AT SIBONEY. 


R ow I t A pp eared to a London W a r C or­ 
respondent. 
G. P. N uttall, war correspondent of 
the London Telegram, is the first of the 
correspondents to return from Santiago. 
Mr. N uttall was present at the skirm ish 
between the Spaniards and Roosevelt's 
rough riders at Siboney, and he gives a 
most interesting account of the fight. 
He says that the Americans were out­ 
numbered and th at the Spanish could 
have achieved a complete victory if they 
had continued to press forward from the 
beginning. 
They imagined, however, 
that the entire American arm y was in 
front of them and after the first attack 
fell back w ith great loss. 
The old style Springfield rifles, w ith 
which many of the volunteers are arm ­ 
ed, are most severely condemned by Mr. 
N uttall. He says that it is the height of 
folly to send to the front men armed 
w ith these old fashioned rifles.

A horrible sight was 
there. On the port beam, off wdiich the 
Ericsson lay, frightful wounds had been 
torn in the vessel’s side, and through 
the gaping orifices the crew of the 
Ericsson could see the men of the Viz­ 
caya's fireroorn force tieing broiled alive 
in the fierce flames of the shell wrecked 
compartment. 
I have since been told 
th at they had been battened down aud 
had no means of egress. 
But that was not all the horror. 
Sw inging from boat falls were dozens 
of men who apparently could not swim 
aud who had bet u driven to those scorch­ 
ing threads of life by the fierce heat of 
the burning ship. 
The Ericsson could 
approach no nearer for fear of being 
dashed to pieces against the wreck. Her 
men shunted to the wretched victim s to 
jum p, but they would not or could not 
be made to understand that efforts 
would tie made to save them, and not 
until a num ber of the Ericsson's men 
m ade lines fast around their bodies aud 
flung themselves into the sea did the 
Spaniards seem to understand. 
One by 
one they dropped tiff, and some were 
hauled on board the rescuing craft, but 
the m ajority were drowned. 
The en­ 
gines of the Vizcaya had not been 
stopped, and for hours after she had 
struck they were faithfully throbbing at 
their useless task. 
Her guns, too, had 
been left loaded, and one by one these 
boomed a requiem over the dying ship. 
In all the Ericsson picked up nearly 
IOO survivors, among them the Viz­ 
caya's commander, Captain Eulate of 
I Com petitor fame, he being the officer 
who ordered the execution of the cap­ 
tives of that vessel. All of the survivors 
were barefooted and scantily clad, aud 
this added to the terror of this ghastly 
tragedy. 
The steel decks of a torpedo 
boat are uncomfortably hot, and the 
barefooted Spaniards were compelled to 
execute a continual danoeou the heated 
plates to prevent the soles of their feet 
from blistering. 
Many of them were 
frightfully wounded, and here the grim 
seriousness of war shuts in again. 
The padre of the Vizcaya was asked 
by Lieutenant Usher to lend a hand in 
helping the wounded, hut he was un­ 
concerned about their suffering. 
T urn­ 
ing a deaf ear, he seated him self on a 
chest. That chest happened to be need­ 
ed for a wounded man who was w rith­ 
ing on the hi ated deck, but the padre 
refused to surrender it. Usher motioned 
to his m uscular young executive, E n­ 
sign Edie, and the padre v a tte d the 
chest im m ediately and w ith tome loss 
of dignity.

It is provides that the 25,000 refugees 
who have recently left the city are to 
return, and American troops are to 
guard all roads leading from Santiago, 
with all the rights given such guard. 
AU the Spanish wounded are to receive 
care and attention from the American 
hospital corps. 
The surrender is not confined to Santi­ 
ago, but to all Spanish troops in the 
prevince except those at Holgnin. 
They 
will be ordered to make their way to the 
city and surrender at once.

A rt of M aking rn M ustard Plaster. 
To put on a mustard plaster is uot at 
all difficult, but to do it in the best way 
requires some care aud skill. 
In the 
first place, remember never to give a 
cold mustard plaster to a jiatient. To a 
weak or sensitive person the shock is 
often great. 
Either mix with very hot 
water, or, better still, have a plate put 
where it can get warm while you are 
mixing. 
Having everything ready at 
hand, mustard, flour and a spoonful of 
molasses, with a bit of old muslin or 
linen—an old handkerchief is the best 
thing for the purpose. Stir the mustard 
aud flour together first, making the 
plaster stronger or weaker with mus­ 
tard as yon have been directed. 
Add 
the molasses and then the w’ater until 
the smooth mass is at>out as thick as 
porridge or poultice Spread your cloth 
on the warm plate, using the middle 
portion of the linen aud leaving a mar 
gin un all sides, which is to be folded 
iiuck ut tile edges. 
Put a second cloth 
over the whole, so that the mustard is 
entirely hid between the two covers and 
keep on the plate until it is necessary 
to 
apply the 
plaster.—Philadelphia

“ When we arrived in Cuba, 
we found that every vestige of a road 
had been destroyed. 
We had to make 
our own roads aud work our own way 
through the country. 
And, first of all*, 
yon may say that our army needs ma­ 
chetes badly. They help a soldier cut 
his way through the undergrowth. The 
Cubans and Spaniards use these short, 
sharp knives to perfection. Our men 
lack them and suffer. 
“ We fought on foot and went at it 
with carbines. 
We were pretty well 
trained in their use and managed to do 
good work. Our men fired more accu­ 
rately than the Spaniards. Their Mauser 
rifles shoot faster than our Krag-Jorgen- 
sen pieces, but they load and fire too 
rapidly. 
We worked slower and more 
effectively Our bullets told. The Span­ 
ish trenches were filled with dead. Of­ 
ten the enemy left their trenches expos­ 
ed on the flank aud we wheeled Gatling 
guns to tile end and mowed them down 
with a raking fire. They couldn’t stand 
that. They had us at a disadvantage the 
first day. 
Their volley firing was very 
effective. They would rise as one man, 
all shoot together, and then fall down 
and crawl off. But we got used to this. 
We counted their steps as we lay on the 
ground and when they would rise we 
would fire before they could shoot. We 
soon headed them off. 
We could drop 
aud dodge as well as they, for we had 
practiced all this. 
“ This talk about the Spanish not 
having provisions in the field is bosh. 
Their trenches, which we captured, 
were filled with enough food to last a 
month. 
The Spanish fight well in 
trenches and in trees. 
Get them in a I 
blockhouse and they are stubborn. 
We 
rarely got nearer to them than 1,000 
feet; now and then we closed up and 
surrounded their blockhouses. 
They 
didn’t get away when we did this. 
“ We didn’t mind the wire fences 
much. 
The barbed wire was strung 
from green posts. 
Our Cuban scouts

The London Chronicle’s correspond­ 
ent, writing from Cadiz under date of 
June 13, thus describes Spain’s reserve 
fleet: As far as I can make out from 
what I have seen in the bay, the ,fleet is 
now made upas follows: The battleship 
Pe! a VO, of 9, hi 7 tons, with a crew of 
556 men, I suppose beyond question the 
best ship Spain has, perhaps the only 
one we should call first class; the Car­ 
los V, also described as a first class bat­ 
tleship. but obviously of inferior build. 
She is of 9,223 tons and has a crew of
